A BULLISH OUTLOOK FOR PE- 
TROLEUM. 


The present daily production of the 
Pennsylvania, New York and Ohio 
petroleum fields is closely estimated at 
60,000 barrels. The amount of oil that 
daily enters into consumption, both at 
home and abroad, is estimated at 70,000 
barrels, thus proving conclusively that 
the production ie not equal to the con- 
sumption. It is not very long since 
this gratifying turn in the tide of pe- 
troleum setin. Hitherto the produc- 
tion has always greatly exceeded the 
cousumption. Now the situation is 
reversed. While production is steadily 
declining, cousumption is as rapidly 
increasing a:d the pipe line companies 
are forced to draw upon their surplus 
stocks;to meet the demands of the trade. 

Since August last, the net stocksin 
the custody of the pipe lines have been 
reduced 3,600,000 barrels. Oil experts 
who juggle with statistics are ofthe 
opinion that January 1, 1886, will find 
the pipe line stocks, which on May 31 
aggregated 35,460,127 barrels, reduced 
to about 30,000,000 barrels. ‘Po carry 
out this plan the situation in the field 
must remain as it is to-day—bullish. 
Should a new and prolific field be dis: 
covered, and in the history of petro- 
leum developments every thing is pos- 
sible, then the fine theories of the ex- 
perts will be knocked into a cocked hat. 

But the situation in the field in 
every way favors the expert, With the 


treacherous white sand pools of But- 
ler county melting away as a factor in 
the statistical position of the product, 
and the hard and undeniable fact that 
the present production of the old de- 
veloped fields cannot be materially in- 
creased, the outlook is extremely bull- 
ish. You can rake the fields present 
and prospective with a tooth comb, 
and the only material you will gather 
will be tood for the bulls. Not in ten 
years has the outlook from a natural 
and statistical standpoint been so 
promising, and the friends of higher 
prices confidently predict an advance 
in the price of certificates, ranging all 
the way from 25 to 50 per cent. 
Through manipulation only can the 
promised advance be checked. Nat- 
ural conditions will in the end inevita- 
bly control the market, but it is in the 
province of the manipulator to either 
retard an advance or oppose a decline. 
If the boom does nut come now it will 
later on. The laws of supply and de- 
mand must be respected and as petro- 
leum is an article that cannot be repro- 
duced as grain, cotton or other pro- 
ducts of speculation, its position is 
decidedly strong and seemingly im- 
pregnable. 

During the week the market has 
shown gratifying signs of returning 
strength, and itis possible that oil will 
not again this year, sell below 80 cents 
a barrel As the market advances 
credit balances will naturally increase, 
and the producer seeing that he is on 
the road to higher prices will probably 
hold more of his production and not 
dump it upon the trade at the slight- 
est provocation. 

The daily average of runs thus far 
this month, in the Pennsylvania and 
New York fields is 57,408 barrels, 
against 57,141 barrels in May, 60,290 
barrels in April, 67,357 barrels in June, 
1884, and 70,453 barrels in June, 1883. 
The shipments or deliveries have aver- 
aged 70,042 barrels a day, as compared 
w.th 67,659 barrels in May, 61,427 bar- 
rels in Apri', 65,916 barrels in June, 
1884, and 58,249 barrelsin June, 1883. 
The charters have averaged 57,469 bar- 
rels, against 50,612 barrels in May, 44,- 
590 barrels in April, 43,115 barrels in 
June, 1884, and 46,448 barrels in 
June, 1883. These figures tell their

CREAM OF TARTAR FACTORY 
RIGHTS. 


The Brooklyn papers have given 
prominence to the action taken at a 
public meeting in South Brooklyn, to 
remonstrate against the manufacture 
of cream of tartar in that vicinity. 
Several of those in attendance were 
disappointed land speculators, who 
wanted the site occupied by the New 
York Tartar Company, bordering on 
the canal and Ninth street, for the 
purpose of dividing into lots. They 
met in solemn conclave last week and 
raised their voices against the enter- 
prise which cost a million dollars to 
put in operation and supports one 
hundred and twenty families in the 
neighborhood. The gathering seems 
to have been largely instigated by a 
prominent local office-holder and per- 
petual office hunter of Brooklyn, 
whose speeches on this occasion were 
in the characteristic campaign vein. 
He and other speakers vented their 
grievances in anathemas against city 
officials in general and the Health 
Board in particular, for not abating 
what they were pleased to term an 
‘unbearable nuisance.” 

The meeting finally appointed a 
committee to wait on the Mayor, and 
his decision in the matter is now 
awaited. It seems strange that the 
Board of Health was not appealed to. 
Probably the interested parties were 
already aware of the sentiment of the 
Board on this question. They knew 
that the factory managers and Health 
guardians had not collided sipee the 
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erection of the factory, which is very 
good evidence that the Health Board 
did not consider it deserving of atten- 
tion. Ifa disagreeable nuisance had 
been maintained, as alleged, it is hard- 
ly probable that such a thing would 
escape the notice of the Health De- 
partment. 

The removal of cream of tartar 
works and other substantial manufac- 
turing establishments, is not what the 
City of Churches needs to purify her 
atmosphere and isolate her precincts 
from disease. As intimated at the 
meeting by friends of the tartar works, 
a larger field of usefulness is open to 
the guardians of health by removing 
the fermenting, compound-smelling 
sinks of nastiness in the shape of gar- 
bage barrels or other receptacles by 
whatever name known. They are to 
be found on street corners, back yards 
and alley ways; and we venture to say 
that they do more harm in one night 
by their death-dealing effluvium than a 
manufacturing establishment could 
ever do. Other nuisances could be 
pointed out as existing in the very 
pathway of pedestrians; but by some 
strange hocus pocus these are passed 
by and the industrial establishments 
attacked. 

The Brooklyn Zagle, with charac- 
teristic promptness and enterprise, 
placed itself on record in this matter 
before the proceedings of the meeting 
were in type. It very sensibly re- 
marked editorially : 

“It is said that the smell which attends the 
making of cream of tartar is unpleasant. Per- 
haps it sometimes is, but the government and 
the people of Brooklyn ought to move very 
cautiously in regard to the factory in the 
southern part of the city, to which reference 
has often been made of late. The case is rep- 
resentative. Ifany businessis an intolerable 
nuisance on hygienic grounds it ought to be 
abated, but within this limit a liberal policy 
ought to be pursued toward our local indus- 
tries. They are of the highest value. They 
give employment to large numbers of work- 
men and so increase the population. Much cap- 
ital is invested in them and its proceeds are 
distributed among local tradesmen. They oc- 
cupy land which else would remain unim- 
proved. In these ways they contribute to the 
volume of taxable property, and so diminish 
the burdens which would otherwise fall upon 
general taxpayers. It is sound policy to invite 
them here instead of repelling them. In cor- 
sidering the subject this question presents 
itself: Is Brooklyn a village oracity? Anybody 
who is enamored of the rural sights and 
sounds gay of the thinly settled hills of Sulli- 
van County, cannot care for the many more 
artificial attractions of the town—the organ- 
ized amusements, the opportunities for instruc- 
tion, the museums, the libraries, the manifold 
conveniences, improvements and enjoyments 
of a municipality. To provide theee it is neces- 
sary that the city shall be great, and it cannot 
be great unless it is also well equipped indus- 
trially, furnished with a vast aggregation of 
people of all classes and conditions whose sup- 
port depends upon a variety Of shops and fac- 
tories. Whoever does care for what is peculiar 
to a city must submit to its other incidents— 
the more frequent roll of vebicles than is heard 
in the wilderness, the steady tramp of fee 
whose fall seldom breaks upon the solitude of 
the remote interior, occasional smoke, now and 
then a wave of gas from a chimney, and a mul- 
titude of sounds and odors and spectacles un- 
looked for in the forest or upon the prairie. If 
one wishes to live in the city he must take th 
city as itis. If one wishes to avoid what are 
metropolitan essentials he should betake him- 
self to the settlement on the mountain side or 
the hamlet by the seashore. If Brooklyn isto 
be a city instead of a village we must be hospi- 
table to manufacturers and business of all 
kinds.” 

The opinion of the Hagle is the ex- 
pression of the honest public senti 
ment of Brooklyn. The people bave 
been fighting against their own inter 
ests in antagonizing the interests of 
the oil refiners, cream of tartar. bone 
or other factories in their midst. They 
have made Brooklyn what it is to-day. 
Until the petroleum refiners  util- 
ized the land on the Gowanus Canal, 
that section of the city was a barren 
desert. But as it is customary to find 
fault with everything that the Stand- 
ard does, the voice of protest was 
raised against the occupancy of that 
site for oil purposes, leaving out of 
mind the improvements made, how 
property enhanced in value and acres 


of idle land and swamps were popu- 
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lated. The wealth and prosperity of a 
city is rated by its manufacturing in- 
terests, and Brooklyn people are seri- 
ously damaging the welfare of their 
growing municipality by the periodical 
warfare against alleged manufacturing 


nuisances. 


In the case of the New York Tartar 
Company, every effort has been made 
to prevent the escape of unpleasant 
odors, and as the works are in a 
manufacturing district, with sulphur, 
bone and other factories as neighbors, 


it is strange that the Tartar Co., 
should be selected as a target.

A SPECULATIVE SPURT IN TUR- 
PENTINE. 

The market for spirits of turpentine 
touched the highest point last week, 
than had been recorded for almosta 
year and a half previously. The ad- 
vance is attributed to an effort on the 
part of holders to corner the short 
interest, and we believe there has 
been considerable squeezing in some 
quarters. Speculators in the primary 
and local markets who were sold ahead 
for June export, are finding it difficult 
to cover without loss, while the long 
interest is being unusually favored by 
the market. The comparatively lim- 
ited supplies, owing to the lateness of 
the season, have aided the upward 
movemeut of prices, and as some 
shorts are still skirmishing around to 
fill their June contracts, the expecta- 
tion is for a firm market during the 
remainder of this month at least. In 


many cases the difference be- 
tween the buying and wmarket 
price on futures has been paid 


instead of delivering the goods. The 
advance has interfered with spot 
transactions materially, as buyers de- 
cline to pay the higher prices asked 
and are holding off for an easier mar- 
ket which they claim must come as a 
natural reaction. 

The condition of the reduced stocks 
is ghown in the statement that during 
the month of May the aggregate 
amount at all the Atlantic ports was 
41,817 barrels, against 56,536 barrels 
same month last year, or a reduction 
of 14,719 barrels, caused principally by 
the season being six weeks behind. 
‘The extent of the production depends 
a@ great deal on the heat of the sum- 
mermonths. The warmer the weather 
the larger the crop. Thus far the 
results have been favorable for a large 
yield, and as the consumptive demands 
are not likely to be pressing, a lower 
range of values is expected to rule.

IMPORTS OF COTTONSEED OIL 
INTO MARSEILLES. 


The extent of our exports of cotton- 
seed oil to France thus far this year are 
in striking contrast to those of the 
same period of 1884, and show the 
effect of the efforts put forth by the 
shippers at the South to increase this 
outlet. The shipments from New York 
to French ports have fallen below 
those of 1883-4, but the increased move- 
ment from New Orleans more than 
makes good the deficit. It cannot be 
expected that New York will control a 
large share of the exports to leading 
foreign ports that will take full car- 
goes. New Orleans offers advantages 
to shippers in a net saving of freights, 
and unless the centers of the trade be 
changed it is reasonable to expect that 
the bulk of the shipments to France, 
Italy, Austria and even Great Britain 
will be from Southern ports. Of course 
the exports to the smaller markets will 
always be largely through New York, 
as the greater fleet of regular and tran-

OUR ALCOHOL IN SPAIN. 


A large amount of alcohol is annu- 


ally imported into Spain for the forti- 
fication of the wines of that country. 
German potato spirit seems to control 
the market. Our Consul at Barcelona 
reports that the Spanish wine pro- 
ducers object to American alcohol, its 
aroma being too sharp and decided, 
and ‘“‘asserting itself” too strongly in 
the wine. The consul submits that, if 
our maize alcohol cannot be softened 
to suit Spanish requirements, our dis- 
tillers should use potatoes and thus be 
in a position to compete with the Ger- 
mans. The import of German alcohol 
into Barcelona annually amounts to 
about 3,000,000 gallons. It thus ap- 
pears that the trade is worthy of our 
consideration, anid we trust our distil- 
lers will investigate it, and accommo- 
date themselves to the taste of the 
Spanish markets. 





A VICTORY FOR OLEOMARGARINE. 


The judiciary has checked the abuse 
of power and legislative assumption in 
the attempt to prohibit the manufac- 
ture and sale of oleomargarine, by re- 
versing the decision of the General 
Term of the Supreme Court in the 
Marx test case, and declaring the law 
passed in 1884 to be unconstitutional. 
In the opinion handed down by the 
Court of Appeals the point is made 
that a prohibitory enactment of this 
character prevents competition and 
places a bar upon progress and inven- 
tion. It invades rights, both of person 
and property, guaranteed by the con- 
stitution. Thesale of a substitute for 
any article of manufacture is a legiti- 
mate business, and if effected without 
deception cannot be arbitrarily sup- 
pressed. The obnoxious statute ‘is 
not aimed at deception,” says the 
Cuurt, “but goes further, and in effect, 
creates a@ monopoly destructive of 
rights protected by the constitution 
both of the State and United States.” 
The purpose of the act was to prevent 
deception in the sale of dairy products, 
and yet it provided for the punishment 
of persons who manufacture or sell a

harmless substitute for butter, thus 
making it a crime to traffic in a whole- 
some food product and a legitimate 
article of trade. 

There is another law to contend 
with, which may give dealers and oth- 
ers interested in oleomargarine more 
trouble than the one disposed of. The 
defects of the law of 1884 were duly 
noted by the parties who are determ- 
ined to suppress this industry for the 
special protection of the dairymen, and 
a substitute was passed this year which 
declares that the public health is ‘‘en- 
dangered by the manufacture, sale or 
use of the article, or substances herein 
regulated or -prohibited.” It was 
proved on the trial of the test cass that 
the commodity was as wholesome as 
dairy butter, but this evidence was 
excluded. The ruling out of the test- 
imony on the alleged wholesomeness 
of oleomargarine, and the unconstitu- 
tionality of the law as an oppressive 
interference with legitimate trade, 
proved the basis of the appeal. It has 
yet to be decided whether the legisla- 
ture has the right to preclude inquiry 
on this question’ by snap judgment 
and the sweeping assertion that it is 
deleterious to health, or if a citizen 
enjoys the right to make any pure and 
healthful article of food and sell it for 
what it actually is. Can amanufac- 
turer be prevented from conducting 
such a business, because deamgogic 
legislation proscribes it on false 
grounds and when the contrary has 
been established? We believe that the 
enactment of the last law will also be 
condemned as an exercise of power un- 
warranted by the constitution, and it 
requires but a test case for the Court 
of Appeals to settle it. 

The late decision comes in a very op- 
portune time for those identified with 
the industry, as they have been driven 
from New York to New Jersey and 
from there to Pennsylvania, and that 
State being closed against them, they 
were in danger of being shut out en- 
tirely. The oleomargarine people have 
decided to test the legality of the law 
in Pennsylvania and arrangements are 
being made to conduct a larger busi- 
ness than ever in New York, so that in 
the end the litigation will have served 
a good purpose in advertising the 
much abused product.

The Board of Health wcs notified.

Giesse & Glocke are the sole agents for the 
United States. 


An effort is being made to keep up the price 
of certificates of membership on the Produce 
Exchange. At a meeting last week a resolution 
was presented proposing to buy in, at $2500 
each, all certificates offered, not exceeding fifty 
annually. The matter was referred to the Law 
Committee. 


The Lane and Woodworth Patent Glass Roof- 
ing Company, of Youngstown, Ohio, made an 
assignment to Disney Rogers, whose bond was 
fixed at $10,000. The company was organized 
in 1881 to manufacture gluss roofs. The works 
have not been in operation for a year. The 
liabilities are $9,(00. 

Robert Black, the new Internal Revenue Col- 
lector for the Brooklyn district. is a druggist 
at Tillary and Bridge streets. He is of Irish 
birth and came to New York when eighteen 
years old. After six years he moved to Brook- 
lyn and has done business there in one store 
for the last thirty years. 

The St. Denis Dyestuff and Chemical Co., 
have issued a circular reviewing the fluctua- 
tions of the artificial alizarine market and 
making known their position in relation to the 
alizariine convention, against which they are 
competing, beiug the only manufacturing con- 
cern outside of the combination. 

The new order from the Secretary of the 
Treasury relative to re-appraising imported 
merchandise, has stirred up a hornets’ nest, and 
a delegation isto visit Washington to have the 
order revoked. Wonder if the Custom House 
brokers are not behind this movement? Re- 
venge is sweet from their standpoint. 


The new minister to China will remain at the 
Gilsey House this city for a few days before 
starting on his mission abroad, for the pur- 
pose of meeting business men with the view of 
extending commercial relations with that coun- 
try. A general invitation has been sentout 
for all persons interested to call upon him. 


A new idea in quack medicines is threatened. 
Hitherto one medicine has been put forward as 
a cure for all maladies; the new idea is to have 
aseparate nostrum for each disease. Instead 
ot a panacea we are offered a specific. The 
only precaution is not to take the hydrophobia 
pill when one merely has the toothaehe—Lon- 
don Globe. 

Our Chicago correspondent reports on what 
he considers “reliable authority,” that about 
July 1st, there will be a change in the wholesale 
drug houseof Fuller & Fuller, one of the 
Messrs. Fullers going out and Messrs. Peters. 
Scofield and Rockwood taking interests. The 
firm thereafter being known as the Fuller & 
Fuller Drug Company. 

The Mason Regulator Company, of Boston, 
have recently applied their regulatorstoa large 
vacuum pump in the Havemeyer Refining 
Company’s works, Brooklyn, to the Guild and 
Garrison pump for the Polar Oil Company, 
Centerville, N. J., and to a blower engine in the 
Standard Oil Company’s new building on 
Broadway, New York. 

The REPORTER acknowledges an invitation 
to be represented at the banquet of the Mer- 
chants’ Association of Milwaukee, which was 
held at the Plankinton house last evening: We 
are without any report of the proceedings, but 
as President B. B. Hopkios was at the head of 
the table, thereis no risk in stating that the 
affair was a complete success. 


The past season has been a bad one for the 
oleomargarine manufacturers. Their business 
has been attacked in New York, Maine, Ilinois, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. Missouri and New 
Jersey had similar laws before this year. In 
Missouri the law is a dead letter and iu New 
Jersey it has very little effect. Naturally many 
eyes are turned upon New York. 

Some members of the Produce Exchange evi- 
dently dough-not observe the rules of the floor 
relative to throwing dough and other articles 
about the premises. Their irresistible desire to 
bespatter the bright uniforms of the Sixty- 
ninth Regiment during the parade on Friday, 


almost caused a serious disturbance, which 
was only nipped in the bud by the police. 


A floating newspaper paragraph says that the 
Council of the Russian Empire, at a recent ses- 
sion, discussed the question of an increase of 
the tariff. Although nothing of a definite na- 
ture was done, the general conclusion was that 
the increase of the duties on most of the im- 
portations would be 20 per cent. We have no 
reliable information at hand to confirm the 
abuve. 


John Roach has been flooded with gratuitous 
offerings of various greases and oils warranted 
to cure hot bearings from whatever cause cc- 
casioned, and one lavishly generous person 
forwarded a galion can from a New England 
city. How far this would go on a marine en- 
gine may be judged from the fact that two 
barrels of oil were carried on each trip.— Me- 
chanical Engineer. 


A paper making firm in New Jersey has for 
several weeks been turning out counterpanes 
and pillows of paper. No. 1 manilla paper is 
used, two large sheets being held together by a 
slender twine at intervals{of three or four inch- 
es; the twine is gummed go as to hold the sheets 
firmly together where it lies. A hem is placed 
on the counterpane to keep it from tearing;the 
safety edge is composed of twine. 

“Every importer in this city is branded as 
a rogue and published to the world as ready to 
take advantage of every possible chance to de- 
fraud, by the order of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, giving instructions on reappraisals,” 
said a gentleman in this city last week. The 
order was not directed against importers so 
much as against Custom House brokers and 
lawyers. They are the parties who shonid 
squeal. 


The seeds of the kola tree, the highly prized 
stimulant of the natives of Africa, appears to 
possess qualities which should give them a 
commercial valuein civilized countries. Mr. 
T. Christie, an English writer on new commer- 
cial plants and drugs, asserts that chocolate 
made with kola paste is ten times as nutritious 
as that made with cocoa, and that a laborer can 
work all day without fatigue on a single cup 
taken at breakfast time. 


Even the fisherman has found a use for co- 
caine. At a recent experiment a fish was 
placed in water containing one part of cocaine 
to the 1,000 of water; the animal floundered 
around for a few moments and then became as 
guiet as death. After two hours the fish was 
removed to fresh water, where he returned to 
activity. An examination of the oxygen in the 
water showed that the fish ceased to breathe 
during his torpid state. It isan expensive way 
of fishing. 

The National Association of Tableware and 
Lamp Chimney Manufacturers met in annual 
session at Cape May last week. About seventy- 
five factories are represented in these annual 
meetings. It has been the custom to alternate 
between the East and the West in the matter of 
the election of a president. At the previous 
meeting an Eastern manufacturer was elected, 
but he died and Mr. J. J. Gill, of Steubenville, 
the Vice-President, came into his office ex- 
officio. He was re-elected. 


B. T. Babbitt, the soap manufacturer, claims 
that Ellen Peck, a female detective, swindled 
him out of $19,000, and he is trying to recover 
it by a suit now pending in the Supreme Court, 
Brooklyn. She received the amount named 
from Mr. Babbitt by representing that she was 
a clever detective and that she was in commu- 
nication with Charles R. Beckwith, who, while 
in the soap manufacturer's employ had embez- 
zled $100,000. Mrs. Peck, it is alleged, made no 
effort to find Beckwith, but spent the money 
on her house. 


Either there is a very considerable amount of 
corruption in the customs service of the United 
States, particularly at the port of New York, 
or that service is very much maligned, remarks 
Bradstreet’s. Chargesare made in the public 
press that the Government is cheated annually 
out of large sums of money, and that honest 
importers are being driven out of business 
owing to their inability to compete witb men 
who have them at a disadvantage through the 
aid of am organized conspiracy against the gov- 
ernment. This whole matter should be thor- 
oughly ventilated, and the entire truth, with- 
out extenuation of any kind,should be brought 
out. 

John J. Burchell, President of the New York 
Silica Paint and Color Works, in Brooklyn, 
Eastern District, had Samuel Glassey of that 
city, arrested last week and arraigned in the 
Tombs Police Court on acharge of illegally col- 
lecting a warrant for $16 from Controller Leow 
for goods purchased from Burchell. Glassey, 
the complainant said, had represented himself 
as manager when he collected the money, but. 
he had been discharged some time previously. 
Glassey, in defense, said that Burchell owed 
him $800, and that his name was still on the 
works register as manager. He was only try- 
ing to collect what money was due him. He 
was held fur examination. 


The following resolution, relative to early 
closing on Saturdays, was adopted by the Pro- 
duce Exchange Board of Directors last week :— 
That this Board is in sympathy with the move- 
ment to afford employes opportunity for addi- 
tional recreation by the closing of places of 
business as early as practicable on Sa.urdays 
during the summer; but until the “half. 
holiday ’’ is legalized and the banks and those 


having dealings with them are relieved of the 
necessity of observing the customary hours, it 
isa matter for each firm to regulate for itself, 
and it is inexpedient for this Board to take 
action until earlier hours than now fixed by 
the floor rules for closing business in this Ex- 
change is desired by the members.” 


A substance as bard and brilliant as celluloid 
but fire-preof, has been prepared. Toa solu- 
tion of 24 parts casein, 50 parts of ammonia 
and 400 of water are added 240 parts of quick- 
lime, 150 parts of acetate of alumina, 50 parts 
of alum, 1200 parts of sulphate of lime and 100 
parts of oil, the latter to be mixed last. When 
the mass has been well kneaded and made into 
asmooth paste it is passed through rollers to 
make sheets of the desired thickness, which 
are driei and pressed into heated metallic 
molds, or they may be reduced to powder and 
put into molds and subjected to strong pres- 
sure. The objects are then dipped into a bath 
water of 100 parts, white glue six parts, phos- 
phoric acid ten parts, and then dried, varnishea 
and polished with shellac. 


Flags were displayed last week by the oleo- 
margarine dealers in honor of the UVourt of 
Appeals decision, that the law prohibiting the 
manufacture of oleomargarine is unconstitu- 
tional. “We don’t want to sail under false col- 
ors.” said a large manufacturer of oleomarga- 
rine. “Now we are ready to meet the dairymen 
and arrange a bill to be presented next winter. 
We don’t want to sell oleomargarine as butter, 
and we will so stipulate in the new biil, should 
the dairymen consent to meet us. By the way, 
there has been no diminution in the manufac- 
ture of oleomargarine. Many of us got scared 
and moved our factories to New Jersey. Sev- 
eral went to Philadelphia, but the goods have 
been marketed all the same.” 


An Ottawa dispatch says: Negotiations are 
now going on between the several governments 
interested with a view to secure arrangements 
for the final ‘settlement of the fisheries ques- 
tion, which has agitated from time to time the 
people of Canada and the United States. The 
governor general has the matter in hand and 
Sir John Macdonald will bring the correspond- 
ence on the subject to parliament before the 
close of the session. It is understood that the 
proposition of the United States government is 
that the President wil) undertake to bring the 
whole question of fisheries before Congress at 
its December sitting and will recommend the 
appointment of a joint commission, charged 
with the settlement. upon a just and equitable 
basis, of the entire question of fishing rights. 
In the meantime the proposition from the 
United States is that there shall be no enforce- 
ment of our fishing laws and regulations from 
the Ist of July to the close of the present fish- 
ing season.

The Naval Stores Exchange. 
New York, June 20. 

Editor Ort, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

There is a loud demand to wind up the affairs 
ofthe New York Tobacco and Naval Stores 
Exchange. The tobacco interest has practi- 
cally gone out of it, so far as doing business is 
concerned, and without it, the Exchange can- 
not exist. In order to relieve the stockholders 
from loss, the Board of Managers cught to 
take cognizance of the dissstisfaction and 
make arrangements to lease the building. The 
naval stores dealers do not require an Ex- 
change, Consumption is not increased by it 
and the speculative interest should be relegated 
to other channels. The legitimate trade can be 
ecnducted without resort to daily calls, and 
for that matter the Produce Exchange would 
no doubt accommodate dealers with a call on 
its floor, ifso desired. If the Board of Mana- 
gers find it impossible to close the Naval Stores 
Exchange unti! the expiration of the lease rext 
May, they should announce that fact, or call a 
meeting to consider the matter. Ajax. 











Rag Disinfection by Salphur Dioxide, 


NEw YORK, June 22, 1885. 
Editor O11, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER: 

In the recent discussion of the respective 
merits of the various modes of disinfecting 
rage in the bale, it seems to have been taken 
for granted that there was no cheap and 
effiicient plan of applying sulphur dioxide (sul- 
phurous acid gas) for that purpose. It may in- 
terest the rag importing and paper trades to 
know that such is not the case. From experi- 
ments which bave been made during the past 
four months, in the presence and under the di- 
rection of very competent and experienced 
persons, Iam fully warranted in saying that a 
cheap and available process is now ready forits 
application to the purpor+s named. 

The process is one by which balcd rags as 
they come from the ship can be taken in lots of 
ten, twenty or more ata time, passed through 
the disinfecting plant and thoroughly impreg- 
nated with the gasinits purest state,and de- 
livered free from any odor except the slightest 
and that soon passing away. 

No boring into the bales is required and they 
neither lose nor gain any weight by the pro- 
cess, nor sustain the slightest damage from it. 
The process is one that can be tested by the 
trades most interested and has its value largely 
in the condition in which the sulphurous gas is 
applied. It is not, as used, the fumes of burning 
sulphur, but the same compounds as these lat- 
ter made in a way which re der its application 


absolutely safe, efficient and certain, being 
80, in a liquid and gaseous condition.

The Dilworth well at Shousetown, fifteen 
miles below Pittsburg, on the Ohio, 1s being 
made a mystery. No one can gain access to the 
derrick. This well is down 1465 feet, and is 
known to be three inches in the sand. It lies 
six miles west and one mile north of Mt. Nebo. 


Armstrong & Semple, owners of the famous 
Armstrong well at Thorn Creek, have leased a 
large tract of land on Puckety creek and are 
drilling a well at the mouth of Graveyard Hol- 
low, one mile and a quarter up the creek, The 
new venture is located near the hamlet of Par- 
nassus. 

George Fagundas, a noted oil region tough, 
will spend the next three years of his drunken 
and dissipated life in the penitentiary at Alle- 
gheny, Pa. Fagundas recently made a mur- 
derous attack on an inoffensive shoemaker at 
McBride City, He ought to have been locked 
up long ago. 

The Glade district, which was the base of 
operations duriny the old Warren excitement, 
is being drilled over and paying wells are found 
amongst abandoned holes. It is the opinion ot 
the operators, that had shooting been under- 
stood as well then as now few wells would have 
been abandoned. 

Mr. Larry Connell has gone to Emira, N. Y., 
where he will have charge of the construction 
department of the National Transit Company. 
Mr. Connell with a party of friends sat up all 
night to watch the sun rise from his red. gold 
and crimson bed. Ere the sun set that day Larry 
was on his way to Elmira. 


The Armstrong No. 2 and the McBride, 
Thorn Creex’s historic wells,which once gushed 
thousands of barrels of oil daily, have seyeral 
times stopped flowing. A big torpedo gen- 
erally revived them. Last week both wells 
were shot but without result. The days of 
old Thorn Creek are numbered. 


Lima, Ohio, is booming. The discovery of 
oil has fairly set the town crazy. An enthusi- 
astic correspondent refers to this as “the 
golden period in Lima’s career.” Ifthe Lima 
man will study the history of oil towns, he will 
change his mind. After the golden period, 
comes the period of rust and decay. 


OIL, PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER. 


The Fisher Oil Company, says a Pittsburg ex- 
change, has won the damage suit brought by 
the widow of an employe who lost his life ina 
fire at one of their wells. The court held con- 
tributory negligence on the part of the de- 
ceased, and that he was a tresspasser on the 
premises, and therefore not entitled to recover. 


It is rumored that a big strike of oil has been 
found at Shousetown, ten miles below this city 
on the Ohio river. The well there was sunk 
1,400 feet when operations were suspended, the 
well boarded up and all the surrounding land 
bought. The company is said to be headed by 
H. P. Dilworth.—Pittsburg Commercial Gazette. 


A company known as the Pittsburg Pipe 
Lines has been chartered at Pittsburg. They 
will transport, store and ship petroleum from 
Butler county to Pittsburg. The capital stock 
is $100,000. The directors are David P. 
Reigard and Edward P. Huston, of Pittsburg; 
Lewis Irwin and Charles P. Holdship, of Alle- 
gheny. 

Mr. H. W. Blakeslee, of the Petroleum Ex- 
change left New York just before the arrival 
ofthe Bartholdi statue, He will assuage his 
grief by drinking deep draughts of buttermilk 
at the creamery on his farm near Corry, Pa. 
After his face has become tanned he will call 
on his lady friends in Erie and will wind up his 
vacation at bis old home in Bradford. 


Mr. Charles W. T. Balsley is the latest acqui- 
sition to New York’s ever increasing Bradford 
colony. The young man, who wears a long 
mustache, is an operator in the office of the 
Tidewater Pipe Cu. As soon as the leaves be 
gin to turn he will, if report be true, lead one 
of Boston’s most aesthetic daughters to the 
altar and settle down as a man of family. 


The well of the Cleveland Rolling Mill, Com- 
pany, at Cleveland, has reached the sand at 
2,680 feet. It is now 2,700feet deep. The oil is 
of 37 deg. gravity. Orders have been issued by 
the company to drill the well to a depth of 
8,000 feet. It is oil, hell, or China with them. 
The capacity of the well in the present sand 
would likely be three barrels a day.—Bradford 
Era. 

Petrolia, which in its day had one of the live- 
liest Exchanges in the country, is scarcely 
heard from these days. Itis propose to shut 
the Exchange altogether. Some of the leading 
oil men of the country graduated from the 
Petrolia Exchange. Quotations are now re- 
ceived twice an hour at the Parker City Ex- 
change. The amount of business transacted is 
insignificant. 

Mr. G. W. Cooper, an expert telegraph line- 
man, who was induced to shake off the induce- 
ments that Bradford grants, and accept a posi- 
tion under Superintendent Splane to adjust the 
wires in the new Standard building, has become 
so infatuated with New York’s big elephant 
that he swears by all that is good and true that 
he will never return to the region of grvase 
again. Mr. Cooper has the freedom of the city. 


Within a day ortwo an immense vein of gas 
was struck by borers on the farm of H A. Mas- 
tic in Rockport township, OU. Mr. Mastic began 
boring four weeks ago, and has sunk a 55-inch 
shaft to the depth of 527 feet. When he had 
gone 35 feeta salt spring was penetrated, and 
directly after small veins cf gas were passed 
through. The large vein throws dirt out of the 
well, so strong is the pressure, and flashes 20 
feet into the air when lighted. 


The iron railing in front of the building 
owned by Mr. Frank Savin, a stuck broker at 
26 New street, recently attracted the attention 
of the street and of the police because he armed 
it with spikes projecting over the sidewalk so 
that the brokers shoul« not sit or lean on it. It 
was demolished last week. The space between 
the walk and the building was then covered 
with a heavy wire screen, which looks likea 
spring bed and invites repose. 


The Seaboard Bank, of which the officers are 
W.A. Pullman, President,8 G. Bayne, Vice- 
President, and 8. G. Nelson, Cashier, has been 
admitted as a member of the Clearing House 
Association. The bank has a large patronage 
among the members of the Petroleum and 
Produce exchanges and the merchants of the 
lower part of Broadway. The Sexboard Bank 
was started in the early part of 1883 by oil re- 
gion capitalists, with a capital of $500,000. Its 
books now show a surplus of $100,000. 


The official report of the Secretary of Inter- 
nal Affairs of the State of Pennsylvania shows 
that the monthly average of drilling wells has 
been gradually decreasing since 188i, and for 
two years has been less than in any other year 
since 1877. The average by years from 1877 to 
1884 is as fullows, in rotation: 363, 463, 292, 357, 
495, 423, 276, 243. For the first five months in 
1885 the average is 231. This would indicate 
that the activity of the drill is not so great as 
many have been led to suppose. 


A dispatch from Findlay, O., says: “Great 
delight was manifested by property holders in 
this city, several weeks ago, when the immense 
vein of natural gas yielding 1,300.000 cubic feet 
per day, was struck, but there is now greater 
rejoicing at the oil prospect. A strong vein of 
heavy grade lubricating oil has been reached 
with every prospect that the flow will be most 
profitable. There is talk of torpedoing the 
well, and it is believed that sueh a course would 
bring about a flow of from thirty to forty bar- 
rels of oil per day.”

A Pittsburg special to the Tribune, says: 
National Transit and United Pipe Line officials 
have had frequent secret conferences in this 
city of late. The first was held shortly after 
the formation of the Pittsburg Pipe Line Com- 
pany, which includes Holdship & Irwin, 
Reighard and others. It was stated to-night 
that the National Transit is figuring on the ab- 
sorption of the new. line. The new line was 
formed for the benefit of the independent oil 
refineries, and was intended to pipe oil from 
Butler to this city. 


Frank Palmer, one of the experts engaged to 
complete tbe Nebo well, says that the well will 
be shot, but refuscs to say when. He admits 
that the sand is hard, but says the quality is 
much better than that shown by the Armstrong 
No. 2, at Thorn Creek, which latter, as will be 
remembered, did 9,000 barrels a day after being 
shot, but which, unlike the Nebo, did not show 
any oil at all before the glycerine was applied. 
The shooting of the venture, he thinks, will 
liberate the gas and possibly make the Neboa 
phenomenal producer. 


An Odessa correspondent says that while the 
Danube route to Buda-Pesth and Vienna is 
open it is intended to export large quantities 
of petroleum from the Caucasian fields into 
Austro Hungary, and to this end a number of 
tank vessels are to be built, whose construction 
wiil be of such a kind that they can navigate 
the Danube unhindered. It is hoped that 
water freights and the lower price of Russian 
petroleum will conduce to large transactions. 
We shall see how the experiment turns out.— 
London Grocer. 


Pain, Ablett & Co., filed an affidavit of de- 
fense yesterday to the suit of Howard Morton 
against them to recover damagesin the sum of 
$5,00u0 upon the allegation that his trade had 
been damaged by reason of inferior oil shipped 
his customers by defendants upon bis orders. 
The defendants deny that they ever guaranteed 
the oil sold upon plaintiff's orders, or that it 
was branded by them as “Capital Cylinder Oil"’ 
or “Eldorado.” They aver they replaced the 
oil as soon astheir attention was called to the 
mistake, and that the plaiutiff’s trade was not 
injured in any way—Pittsburg Dispatch 18. 


The Pittsburg Pipe Line Company, owned by 
Pittsburg oil men, will complete their pipe line 
from the Butler district in a few days. Theline 
is now working from Thorn Creek to Butler. 
from whence the oil is hauled over the Pitts: 
burg and Western Railroad to refineries, work- 
ing independent of the Standard Oil Company 
in Pittsburg. The line now runs down the Ohio 
River to Jack’s Run, and up to Mt. Nebo well- 
From there it is being iaid out towards Butler, 
while another gang is laying pipe from Butler 
towards Mt. Nebo. Pumping machinery ha 
been taken to Mt. Nebo, and the well is ex- 
pected to yield fifteen barrels. 


On June 3,an application by the Sone and 
Fleming Manufacturing Company for registra- 
tion of a trade mark called the “White Rose,” 
for petroleum, came before the High Court of 
Justice. The applicants in 1881 registered in 
New York the “White Rose” asatrade mark, 
which they had used prior to 1875, and they 
now sought to register the mark in England, 
where it was known in the trade in connection 
with the company’s oils before 1875. Upon the 
application coming before the comptroller, at- 
tention was called to the fact that Messrs. 
Rowe & Co. of Exeter, had registered the word 
“Rosaline” for illuminant oils, with a rose 
above and beneath the word. As registration 
was refused, the matter was brought before 
the court for directions. The court decreed 
that the registration must be allowed.—London 
Grocer. 


A good many oil operators and men inter- 
ested in petroleum will drive over into Cran- 
berry township this afternoon to inspect the 
operation of the Allen Patent Pumping rigs 
just completed for the Roess Bros. on the Boyle 
farm, Egypt district. This will be the first test 
of the Allen patent on an extensive scale. The 
Roess wells are six in number, and about 1,100 
feet in depth. The patent, which is the pro- 
duct and property of our fellow-citizen, Mr, 
Geo. Allen, seems to combine numerous ad- 
vantages,and promises to revolutionize the 
method of pumping wells. One company ope- 
rating about 600 pumpers have an agent here 
to inspect, witha view to adopting the Allen 
system. At the present stage of the invention 
it would easily bring the patentee $10,000 to 
$20,000.— Franklin (Pa.) Citizen. 


By the first of next month every iron and 
steel mill in Pittsburg and vicinity, with one 
exception, will be using natural gas as fuel. 
This will reduce the consumption of coal there 
38,250,000 bushels per annum, or one seventh of 
the yearly output of the region tributory to 
Pittsburg. It willalso throw out of employ- 
ment thousands of firemen, coal heavers and 
ash haulers employed in the mills.

Importing Merchants Protest. 

The importers of the city who are dissatisfied 
with the recent order of the secretary of the 
treasury relating to reappraisemeuts, met 
Thursday at the Merchants’ Club to determine 
upon some action looking to a modification of 
the order. There was a large attendance 

After W. H. De Forest bad been caJled to the 
chair Oscar 8. Straus offered a series of resolu- 
tions calling for the appointment of a commit- 
tee of 10 to go to Washington and seek a modi- 
fication of the order. “The objections to the 
order,” he said, “are many. Under the law the 
decision of the reappraisers is final, and the im- 
porter bas no redress by resorting to a court, 
and it is therefore not preper to have the tri- 
buna) which is now practically framed against 
the importer force us to keep our mouths 
closed and prevent the cross-examination of 
the witnesses who give their evidence against 
us. Under the prevailing practice the treasury 
department is represented by special agents 
skilled inall the intricacies of revenue laws, 
and it is a denial of the first principles of just- 
ice not to permit the importer to be represented 
by those equally skilledin law The tribunal 
is now so framed that the importer is not con- 
fronted by the evidence against him. The res- 
olutions do not go far enough, and some effort 
should be made to revise the present system of 
appointing merchant appraisers. At present 
only those are calied in by the Government to 
represent the merchant who prove after search 
to be likely to decide against him.” 

The resolutions were adopted unavimously, 
and the following was also offered and adopted: 


Resolved, That the committee appointed at 
this weeting be requested to confer with the 
Committee of Revenue Keform of the New 
York Chamber of Commerce and extend to 
that committee an invitation to accouwpany 
them to Washington. 








The Drag and Chemical Trade of. 


Boston. 


The last issue of the Commercial Bulletin of 
Boston has an extended historical article on 
the drug and chemical trade of that city, trom 
which we condense the following notes: 

Fifty years ago Henshaw, Ward & Co. were 
probably the largest wholesale druggists in the 
United States, and their trade covered a wide 
extent of country. David Henshaw, of this 
firm, was Collector of the Port under President 
Jackson, and by means of the policy, then 
eaunciated for the first time, largely controlled 
the New England patronage of the Govern- 
ment. Brewer, Stevens& Cusbing was another 
old concvrn whose circle of trade was more 
limised. Their sture was on Washington street 
and was easily recognized by the sign of the 
“Good Samaritan.” Mr. Brewer, of this firm, 
is still living in New York ata ripe old age. 

In 1855 there were unly seven wholesule drug 
firms in Boston, and there are just the same 
number doing business today, the youngest 
being thirteen years old. 

During these thirty years there have been 
only two failures in this branch of the trade, 
“and henee it may be inferred that though the 
fa of large profits has gone by, it is a réasona-

was Lowe & Reed, who commenced business in 
1826. Both partners were men of note in their 
day, and Dr. Lowe, a gentleman close upon 
ninety years of age, may still be seen on our 
streets. In 1839, Dr. Lowe retired from the 
firm and accepted the presidency of the First 
National Bank, while Mr. Reed continued the 
business till 1861, leaving it at last in the hands 
of his son Thomas and the Cutler Bros. Nine 
years later the firm became Cutler Bros. & Co., 
which ‘t now remains, 

The present fi m of Carter, Harris & Hawley, 
was founded in 1838 by the senior member, Mr. 
Solomon Carter, being one of the oldest in the 
trade, being twenty-five years on the corner of 
Hanover and Portland streets, under the styles 
of Carter & Wilson, Carter, Wilson & Co., Car- 
ter, Colcord & Preston, Carter, Rust & Co., and 
Carter & Wiley. In 1874 the present firm was 
formed, and located themse!ves in the large and 
fine store they now occupy. 

The new firm of Carter, Rust & Co.,in 1862, 
was made up of Solomon Carter, of Carter, Col- 
cord & Preston, N. J. Rust, previously with 
Weeks & Pott: r, and J. L. Bird, formerly with 
J.A.& W. Bird & Co. Four years later Mr. 
Carter made new conne tions and.-the firm took 
its present form of Rust Bros. & Bird. 

The present members of the wholesaling house 
of Weeks & Potter opened for business in 1854. 
They were largely successful from the start. 

As illustrative of the growth and change of 
our now crowded Tremont street, it may be 
stated that Theodore Metcalf opened the first 
store on that strect in 1837. From 1845 to 1855 
Joseph Burnett carried on the business, but in 
the last-named year Mr Metcalf re-purchased 
the stoek, and since that time the firm name 
remained T. Metcalf & Co., although several 
changes have been mae in the members. The 
present firm consists of T. Metcalf and F. A. 
Tavidson. 

In 1863 Gilman Bros, bought out the drug por- 
tion of J. R. Nichols & Co.’s business, and until 
1872 continued on Milk street. They were burnt 
out at the great Boston fire and obliged to take 
a store on Custom House street. After being 
two years on Custom Housestreet, they moved 
to their present location in 1874. During these 
years their business bas increased largely. owing 
douttless to the special care taken in the selec- 
tion of their goods and the purity of all articles 
in which they deal. There are now only two 
brothers in the firm, Mr. &. K. Gilman having 
died some six years since, and their reputation 
for strict reliability is known throughout the 
New England States. 

It is very seldom that a firm commences busi- 
ness in a given store a!.d change neither part- 
ners nor location for thirteen years; yet this is 
the history of Smith, Doolittle & Smith, who 
started in 1572, in the store formerly occupied 
by M. 8. Burr & Co., the first patent medicine 
concern in New England. As they had just 
gotten under way at the time of the big fire and 
nearly all their competitors were burned out, 
this fact gave the new firm an excellent start 
among their older rivals, and they have since 
held their own remarkably well. 

On the 15th of April last, Mr. Joseph T. 
Brown, senior partner of the firm of Joseph T. 
Brown & Co., had been in business on the cor 
nerof Washington and Bedford streets fifty- 
four years. Notwithstanding his long term of 
service, Mr. Brown is still vigorous, and shares 
with his partaers (Chas. H. Bassett and Joseph 
T. Brown, Jr.,) the jlabors of their large busi- 
ness. 

During the war the Newton Chemical Works 
of Waltbam,with a Mr. Shepard of Providence, 
practically had a monopoly of the chemical 
business of New England and they used it with 
large pecuniary profit to themselves. Since 
then, however, numerous companies have 
arisen, and the competition is now very close. 
Many improvements have also been made in 
the manufacture of chemicals and a long list 
once wholly imported, are now produced here 
to the exclusion of the foreign article. The 
skill and long training of the Englisb, French 
and German chewi-ts io their specialties gives 
them an immense advantage, and they still bold 
their own wonderfully well, notwithstanding 
the advancement bere. 

The firm of Weeks & Dupee was formed in 
1870, and in two years they commenced the 
manufacture of chemicals at Walpole, under 
the title of the Walpole Dye and Chemical Co. 
In 1834 the firm was dissulved and the business 
bas since been success! ully carried on by Henry 
D. Dupee. 

The Cochrane Chemical Co. was started in 
1°58 as A. Cochrane & Cv. Though the firm last 
named atill retains its existence, the manufac- 
turing business hus been for some years carried 
on as the Coch: ane Chemical Co., of which Mr. 
Alexander Cochrane is Presidentand Treas- 
urer and Mr. Hugh Cochrane is Vice-President. 

The Boston Dye Wuovud and Chemical Co. was 
organized and inco purated in 1868 from parts 
of two concerns; Loring, Bangs & Co, succes- 
sors to the old firm of Porter, Loring & Co.,who 
began business in 1o48,and W. F. Freeman & 
Co., who began in 1850. The present officers 
are C, E. Thayer, President, and Jos.C. Stevens, 
Treasurer. 

The Merrimac Chemical Co., previously 
known as the ,Woburn Chemica! Works, was 
organized io 1863. Mr OC. T. Howard has been 
Treasurer and Mr. A. P. Howard, Manager, for 
some fifteen years. 

E. Sehbibach & Co:, Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia are the sule importers of aniline 
colors and dyes made by Ferbenfabriken, for- 
therly Fried, Bayer ® UO.) id and Bir- 


men, Germany, and the sole agents of the Hud- 
son River Aniline Color Works, A'bany, 

The importing firm of A. Klipstein was 
started in 1871, and the Boston branch was 
opened ten years later. This branch has been a 
success, as the increase of business shows, and 
is now in charge of C. Kreutz and H. L, Smith. 

Frederick F, Thayer and James Babson en- 
tered into copartnership January 1, 1850, under 
the firm name of Thayer, Babson & Co., suc- 
ceeding to the business of Edward Brinley & 
Co.,a firm established about 1825. Mr. Frank 
B. Thayer, son of Mr. F. F. Thayer, now con- 
tinues the business under the old firm name. 

McFarland & Rice, a name well known to old 
Boston dealers, were succeeded in 1856 by Ed- 
ward E. Rice & Co. They have kept the same 
general line of chemicals and dyestuffs 
throughout, though they have gradually been 
devoting themselves more to importing and 
wholesaling. 

The works of the present firm of Lee, Black- 
burn & Co. were established in Lawrence in 
1875 by Mr. Ashton Lee. In 1882, on being 
joined by Mr. Blackburn, the works were con- 
siderably enlarged, and have been increased 
until now they cover about five acres. 

After the firm of Hobbs, Pope & Co. started 
in 1868, had been in existence eleven years, it 
was changed into the present firm of W. C. Pope 
&Co, At first they were agents for several 
English paint and color concerns, but these 
have been gradually dropped. and they are now 
dealers in varnish-gumsand manganese. Their 
gums they receive from Singapore, Zanzibar, 
New Zealand, Africa, etc. The Kauri gum is 
considered the best, about 6500 tons being ex- 
ported yearly, one half of which comes to the 
United States. This firm are also miners, 
dealers and exporters of manganese, their mines 
being in King’s county, N. B This article is 
used in the manufacture of glass, steel, etc. 

In 1870 W. H. Swift & Co. commenced the 
manufacture of chemicals in East Boston, and 
nine years later added another factory at New 
Durham, N. H. The same partners constitute 
the firm now as at the beginning 

Forty-five yearsago Bigelow & Greenwood 
started in business, and five years later the firm 
was changed to Josiah Bigelow & Co., Mr. 
Thos. C. Porter being a member of the con- 
cern. By successive changes the name become 
Porter, Loring & Co., Cushing & Porter, and 
Cushing, Porter & Cades, and in 1882 it was 
changed to Thos. C. Porter & Co., Mr. T. Curtis 
Porter, son of Mr. Thos. C., being the Co. 

Beach & Co., of Hartford, Conn., and 164 Con- 
gress street, Boston, are believed to be the old- 
est house in the drysaltery business in the 
United States that has bad a continuous ex- 
istence, having been established in the former 
city early in the present century by Mr, George 
Beach,who associated with him hisson Mr. Geo. 
Beach, the present senior partner ofthe house. 
In 1849 the present firm was formed, consisting 
of Mr. George Beach, Mr. J. Watson Beach, 
and Mr. Charles M. Beach. 

The firm of J. A. & W. Bird has been in busi- 
ness for 50 years, and have always maintained 
a reputation for business integrity which places 
them in the front rank of the trade. 

The firm of Wm. Pickhardt & Kuttroff is 
among the oldest of the importers of aniline 
colorsand dyestuffs, being Organized in 169. 
Other firms had agencies in Boston, but they 
were the first to establish a branch house in 
this city. 

B. O. & G. C. Wilson started in the botanic 
drug business in 1845, succeeding J. T. G. Pike, 
and remained at 18 and 20 Central street till 
1881, when they moved to their present loca- 
cation. 

Starting as Heath & Cheney in 1863, in three 
years the firm became Cheney & Myrick, and it 
remains the same today, though several chang- 
es huve been made in the intervening years. 

The youngest firm in this line is Thompson & 
Miner, who started in 1879 as Thompson, Eaton 
& Co., the present bouse being formed in July 
of last year. 

Geo. W. Swett began business for himself in 
1860, He succeeded Mr. Johnson, who was the 
earliest dealer in botanic remedies and who bad 
been with the original Dr. Thompson. He 
moved to his present location from Hanover 
street in 18,0. 

The first regular dry salter house in the city 
was Delano & Whitney, who commenced about 
1836, and have left no successors. The next 
was Lamb & Denny, who after some changes 
were succecded by E. E. Rice & Co, Then fol- 
lowed Ward & Boott, who also are without suc- 
cessors. Most of the dye wood of the day came 
from Seth Bemis of Watertown and C. P. Tal- 
bot & Co., uf Lowell. Perhaps afew of older 
gentlemen in the trade will remember Mr. Clapp 
of Dorchester who was the first drug broker. 
For years he might be identified by his old 
white horse. . he only firms in existence today, 
who are doing business under the same name 
they possessed forty years ago are J. A. & W. 
Bird & Co., and B. O. & G. C, Wilson. Of course 
there are other concerns dating as far back as 
those named, but various changes have taken 
place in the firm names as the years have 
passed away.

3000 tons, having a spot value of $10,500, 
Aluminum.—The amount made in the United 


States in 1884 was 1800 troy ounces, an increase 
of 800 ounces over the production of 1883. At 


75 cents per ounce the total value was $1,350. 
Natural gas.—The estimated value of natural 


gasused nthe United States in 1884 was $1,460,- 


000 as against $475,000 in 1883. The value is 
computed from that of the coal superseded by 
natural gas. 

Petroleum.—The production of crude petro- 
leum in 1884 was 24,089,758 barrels of 42 gallons 
each, of which the Pennsylvania and NewYork 
oil fields produced 23,622,758 barrels, The total 
value at an average spot price of 85 cents was 
$20,476,294. As compared with 1883 the produc- 
tion was 689,529 barrels greater; but the total 
value was $5,253,958 less, the average spot price 
having fallen from $1 10 or 25 cents per barrel. 

Quicksilver.—Production 21,913 flasks (of 7644 
pounds net equal 2,441,844 pounds), or 14,812 
flasks less than in 1883. Total value, at an av- 
erage price of $29 34 per flask at San Francisco, 
$936,327, a decline of $338,305 as compared with 
the total value of the product of the previous 
year. During the year 600,000 pounds of quick- 
silver vermilion were made, worth $288,000. 

Manganese.—The output of manganese ore in 
1884 was about 10,00) long tons or 2,00 tons more 
than in 1883. The total value at $12 per ton at 
the mines was $120,000 or about the same as in 
1883, the average price having declined $3 per 
ton. 

Chromium.—The production of chrome 
iron ore, all from California, was about 2000 
long tons, or about two thirds as much as in 
1883, Atan average value of $17 50 per ton at 
San Francisco, the total value was $35,000. 

Lead.—Production 139,897 short tons. Total 
value atan average price of $75 82 per ton on 
the Atlanticseaboard, $10,537,042, The produc- 
tion was 4,060 tons less than that of 1883, while 
the decrease in value was $1,785,677 The pro- 
duction of white lead (carbonate) is est:mated 
at about 65,000 short tons, worth at 4% cents per 
pound, $6,337,500, almost all of which was made 
from pig lead. The production of litharge and 
red lead has not been ascertained. 

Lime.—There were 37,000,000 barrels (of 200 
Pounds) made in 1884, the average value per 
barrel at the kilns being not over 50 cents, or 
$18,500,000. The production was about 5,000,000 
barrels greater than in 1883, but owing to the 
fall in price the total value was about $700,000 
less. 

Cement.—A bout 100,000 barrels (of 400 pounds) 
of artificial Portland cement were made, or 
10,000 barrels more than in 1883, the total yalue 
at $2.10 per barrel, being $210,000. The produc- 
tion of coment from natural cement rock was 
8,900,000 barrels (of 300 pounds), or 200,000 bar- 
rels less than in 1883, worth at 90 cents per bar- 
rel, $3,510,000. The total production of all 
kinds of cement was about 4,000,000 barrels, 
valued at $3,720,000. 

Phosphates.—The production of washed 
phosphate rock in South Carolina during the 
year ending May 31, 1884, was 431,779 long tons, 
worth $2,374,784, or 53,399 tons more than in the 
previous year, with an increase of $104,504 in 
value. The average spot price, $5.50 per ton, 
was 50 cents less than in the preceding year. 
The recent discoveries of phosphate rock in the 
adjoining States of North Carolina, Alabama 
and Florida, will probably lead to a still fur- 
ther increase in production, Of manufactured 
fertilizerr, 967,000 short tons, worth $26,110,000, 
were made inthe year ending April 30, 1884, 
and 1,023,500 short tons, worth $27,640,000, were 
made in the year ending April 30, 1885.

Pyrites.—A bout 35,000 long tons were mined 
in the United States, worth about $175,000 at 
the mines. Some 33,500 tons of imported py- 
rites were also burned, making a total con- 
sumption of 68,500 tons, 

Barytes.—Full statistics not received. The 
production is estimated to have been about 
25.000 tons; worth, at $4 per ton, unground, at 
the point of production, $100,000. 

Alum.—About 38,000,000 pounds were made in 
the United States in 1884, or 3,000,000 pounds 
more than in 1883, At an average spot value 
of 1% centa per pound, the product was worth 
$712,500. 

Copperas.—The amount made in 1884 was 
15,500,000 pounds; worth, at 60 cents per hun- 
dredweight, $93,000. 

Mineral Waters.—The sales of natural min- 
eral waters in 1884 amounted to 68,720,936 gal- 
lons, valued at $1,665,490, an apparent increase 
of 21,431,193 gallons and $526,007 upon the 
figures for 1883. While the sales are undoubt- 
edly increasing it is possible that the excess in 
the reported quantity and value of the waters 
sold in 1884 as compered with 1883 may be part- 
ly due to the greater fullness of the returns 
for 1884. Besides the waters bottled and placed 
on the market there is a large local consump- 
tion, not included in the foregoing figures. 


Totals.—As was remarked in the former re- 
port, it is impossible to state the total mineral 
product in any form which shall not be open 
to just criticism. It is evident that the pro- 
duction statistics of such incongruous sub- 
stances as iron ore, metallic gold and silver, 
the spot value of coal mined and the market 
value ot metallic copper after having been 
transported hundreds of miles, the spot value 
of a crude substance like unground, unrefined 
barytes, and the value of a finished product 
like bric (in which the cost of manufacture is 
the leading item) cannot well be taken as items 
in a general summary. The statistics have been 
compiled witha view to giving information 
on those points whichare of most interest and 
utility, and are presented in the form usual in 
the several branches of trade statistics. The 
result is that the values stated for the different 
products are necessarily taken at different 
stages of production or transportation, etc. 
Theoretically perfect statistics of mineral pro- 
ducts would include first of all the actual net 
spot value of each substance in its crudest 
form, as taken from the earth; and yet for 
practical purposes such statistics would have 
little interest other than the fact that the items 
could be combined in a grand total in which 
each substance should be rated on a fairly even 
basis. The following groupings, therefore, are 
presented with a full realization of the incon- 
gruity of many oftheitems. The grand total 
might be considerably reduced by substituting 
the value of the iron ore mined for that of the 
pig iron made, by deducting the discount on 
silver, and by considering lime, salt, cement, 
borax, etc.,as manufactures. It will also be 
remarked that the spot values ef copper, lead, 
zinc, and chrome iron ore are much less than 
their respective values after transportation to 
market. Still, the form adopted seems to be 
the only one which admits of a comparison of 
the total values of the mineral products from 
year to year.

which is repeated at each successive story until 
the ninth floor is reached. 

The Standard’s new business place which has 
afrontage of 100 feet on Broadway, and ex- 
tends through an entire city lot to New street, 
is perhaps the best lighted and best ventilated 
building ever erected on Manhattan Island. In 
the center of the building is a wide, long and 
airy court extending from the basement to the 
tenth story. Every « flice is so located that it is 
as light and airy as a photographer’sstudio In 
the old building many of the offices were so 
dark that it was necessary to burn gas all day, 
In the new structure this defect is entirely ob- 
viated. 

Early in 1884 the Standard became crowded 
in its elegant and at one time roomy quarters 
at No. 44 Broadway. Messrs, Flagler, Rocke- 
feller and Pratt, three of the Standard’s most 
prominent members were instructed to build a 
new home for the company. They commenced 
their work by purchasing the stores and lots at 
No 2% Broadway running through to New 
street. The ground itself cost a small fortune, 
yet the entire cost of the building will not ex- 
ceed $1,000,000. Had the contract been let in 
the usual way the approximate cost of the 
structure as it stands woul/ have reached per- 
haps $3,000,(00. But the triumvirate who were 
intrusted with the work performed their duty 
and in so doing saved a barrelof money. Some 
of the work was done by contract, but the ma- 
jority of the labor was done by laborers ana 
skilled artisans who were hired by the day or 
piece. The building is as near fireproof as it is 
possible to; make it and is finished through- 
out iu a rich butunpretentious manner. Mar- 
ble tiles cover the floors. A marble wainscot- 
ting five feet high runs along the balis and 
stairways.

The first claim of the original, which is for 
the apparatus, contains the following elements: 
First, the “hopper”; second, the “perforated, 
conical steam coi)”; third, the “jacket”; fourth, 
the “shaft”; fifth, the “rotating arms”; sixth, 
the “scrapers,” and seventh (construing the 
patent liberally), the “bed,” “base” or “table.” 


For tbis claim the re-issue sub- 
stitutes three indefinite and nebulous 
claims; the second, third and fourth; 


each enlarging and expanding the scupe of the 
original. In the second claim the “hopper,” 
“perforated conical steam coil,’ “jacket,” *‘ro- 
tating arms,” “scrapers,” and “table,” are all 
discarded and in their places appear ‘‘a perfo- 
rated steaming device,” ‘a seed receptacle” 
and “devices for stirring its contents at will, 
said devices operating upon a platform.” It 
will be observed that as these devices stir the 
2ontents of the seed receptacle they must nec- 
essarily be so located that they can perform 
this function. In the drawing they are placed 
outside of and below the hopper. In the origi- 
nal they are not described as doing the work of 
stirrers. 

The third claim iseven more sweeping in its 
terms. It deals with a combination having 
three elements. A “seed receptacle for hold- 
ing the seed while being steamed,” “means for 
directing the steam into said seed,” and “hori- 
zontally rotating stirrers, adapted to regulate 
the flow of said seed.” 

The fourth claim is hardly less ambiguous. 
It is fora “receptacle adapted to receive and 
retain the seed at will,” “a steaming device 
adapted to be surrounded by said seed and 
eject steam in different directions outwardly 
from within the mass,” and “rotating stirrers.”’ 

In the so called “process claim,”’ the method 
of “cleaningand drying oleaginous seed,” be- 
comesinthe re-issue a method of “treating 
seed.”” A manufacturer, therefore, who, like 
the defendants, is engaged in moistening lin- 
seed meal for the press, is as much within this 
claim as one engaged in drying or cleaning. 

The only attempt either in the testimony or 
the brief to defend the patent from the attack 
based upon the expansion of the claims has ref- 
erence to this first claim «f the re-issue. The 
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attention of the complainant's expert witness 
was called to it, and he expressed the opinion 
that it is not broader, but narrower than the 
original, for the reason that it is limited by the 
use of the words “the flow of said seed being 
regulated by stirrers.” His silence with refer- 
ence to the other claims is suggestive. Even if 
this theory of the witness were correct it would 
still be for a different invention, but is it cor- 
rect? The patentee himself evidently under- 
stands that this claim is only for the process of 
treating seed by the apparatus, and the whole 
thereof, described in the patent. Hesays: “I 
do not wish to be understood as claiming, 
broadly, the art of treating seed ty steam; nei- 
ther doI wish to be understood as claiming, 
broadly, all mechanism with which steam may 
be used for treating oleaginous seed, irrespect- 
ive of the construction, arrangement and ope- 
ration of the same, as I am aware that steam 
has been employed heretofore for the purpose 
of treating seed.” In the original and in the 
re-issue he seeks to secure the method of using 
the apparatus described in each respectively. 
The difficulty is that in the original the de- 
scription is narrow and specific, in the reissue 


anda perforated orscreen jacket substituted 
in lieu thereof. By the employment of the lat- 
ter the steam may be forced directly through 
the moving seed and screen jacket in such a 
manner as to cleanse it and remove and carry 
away all impurities and excess of moisture 
previously contained therein.” 

It is said that the steam jacket of the defend- 
ants (the sides of their tub or kettle, are made 
double and filled with steam) is an equivalent, 
but the defendants’ jacket does not perform 
the same functions as the jacket.O. Certainly 
it does not perform them in substantially the 
same way. Ifacurh were placed aroond com- 
plainant’stable the defendants’ jacket would, 
perhaps, be an equivalent for such curb. 

For these reasons it foliows that the bill must 


be dismissed.

Notes on Cottonseed Oil.

Having lately received a number of samples 
of crude and refined cottonseed oils from the 
firm of Messrs. J. Russell & Co., Burntisland, 
who are now extensively manufacturing this

It is quite evident that no one would infringe 
the original who did not use a perforated con- 
ical steam coil, or its equivalent, which, in the 
description, the drawing and the claims, is 
made an element, and an essential element, of 
lt is equally clear that when 
the inventor, in the reissue, speaks, for in- 
stance, of ‘‘means for directing steam into said 
seed,”’ he uses language broader and more gen-

eric in its scope and meaning than is used in 
the original. A mechanism might infringe the 


former and be entirely outside of the latter. 
For a “perforated steaming device,” “a central 


perforated steam reservoir,” etc., many equiv- 


alents suggest themselves, which would not 


occupy such a relation toa “steam coil.” In 
short, for the apt terms and perspicuous state- 
ment contained both in the description and the 
claims of the original patent, obscure and gen- 
eral language has been substituted. In no case 
has a word of a more limited meaning been em- 
ployed, but in almost every instance the re- 
verse ig true. In studying the reissue the con- 
viction is forced upon the mind that the 
inventor had before him his own and other 
machines when drawing its specifications, and 
that he endeavored to cover them by an ingen- 
ious and clever use of words. Had the decision 
in Miller vs Brass Company, 104 U. 8., 350. been 
announced at that time it is safe to assume 
that so venturesome an undertaking would 
not have been attempted. The language of 
Boon vs Wilson, 30 O. G., 889, is applicable. The 
court say: “In the present case there was no 
mistake in the wording of the claim of the 
original patent. The description warranted no 
other claim. It did not warrant any claim 
covering bands not short or sectional. The de- 
scription had to be changed in the re-issue to 
warrant the new claims in the re-issue, The 


description in the re-issuv is not a more clear 


and satisfactory statement of what is described 


in the original patent, but is a description of a 
different thing, so ingeniously worded as to 


cover collars with continious long bands and 
which have no short or sectional bands.” 

The conclusion is, therefore, reached that 
the re-issue is void under the doctrine so often 
announced by the Supreme court, and which 
has been reaffirmed as lately as May 4, 1885, in 
Wollensak ve Reiher. 

But irrespective of these considerations the 
inquiry is suggested. with reference to the first 
claim of the re-issue: Can there be in the same 
patent a claim for a machine anda a claim for 
the process of using that machine? I have 
reached the conclusion that there cannot be 
with some hesitation, for the reason that the 
question bas not been argued by counsel, and, 
yet, (am unable to understand how the com- 
plainant can avoid the rule enunciated in the 
following cases:

Brainard vs Cramme, !2 id., 621. 

Gross vs Cameron, 14 id.. 576, 

Hatch vs Moffitt, 15 id., 252. 

New vs Warren, 22 O. G.. 537.

Butinany view, the defendants do not in- 
fringe. Their machine is used to moisten meal, 
not to dry or clean the seed for storage or ship- 
Ping. It is doubtful whether the apparatus 
described in the complainant’s patent could be 
used at all with moistened linseed meal. The 
experiment has not been tried, as no machine 
precisely like the patented apparatus was ever 
built or operated, and the testimony seems 
practically to be unanimous that the meal 
would clog in the space between the jacket and 
the coil,and soon cease to flow. The defendants 
have no conical steam coil or central reservoir. 
There is no flowing down of the seed around a 
perforated steam reservoir while being subject- 
ed to the action of the steam, There are no 
adjustable stirrers, performing the functions 
of complainant’s stirrers, and the flow is not 
regulated by their action. Nor can it be said, 
remembering that an equivalent must perform 
the same function in substantially the same 
manner, that for these mechanical equivalents 
are used, 

Take, for illustration, the lower part of the 
seed receptacle. In the description the inven- 
tor states as follows: “The lower part of the 
seed receptacle (represented in O), adapted for 
partially confining the seed and steam when the 
softening and moistening process is required 



































oil, I thought the opportunity too good to be 
neglected for testing its suitability for a variety 
of pharmaceutical purposes. The difficulty 
generally experienced of obtaining oils of 
guaranteed purity for experimenting with, 
would of itself have been sufficient to make me 
welcome the opportunity of investigating a 
genuine sample, but I had other reasons besides 
this for wishing to examine this oil. One of 
the reasons was the fact that this oi] had been 
made officinal in the United States Pharmaco- 
poeia, and this ostensibly because “it was far 
superior to olive oil” for a variety of pharma- 
ceatical purposes. An oil that is far superior 
to olive for any purpose, and that costs less 
than half the price of olive, cannot be without 
interest to every pharmacist, and will be suffi- 
cient apology for the following notes, 
CHARACTERS OF COTTONSEED OIL. 

The United States Pharmacopceia gives the 
following characters:—“A bright pale-yellow 
oily liquid, odorless, having a bland, nut-like 
taste, and a neutral reaction. Sp gr, 0'920 to 
0°930. It is only slightly soluble in alcohol. but 
readily so in ether. When cooled to 2 deg C 
(35°6 deg F) it begins to congeal. Concentrated 
sulphuric acid instantly renders it dark reddish 
brown.” Allen’s “Commercial Organic Analy- 
sis’ gives the following characters:—“Crude 
cottonseed oil is often very dark and turbid; 
when refined it takes a bright yellow or sherry 
color, and has a pleasant sweetish flavor. It 
varies considerably in density, the refined being 
lighter than crude oil; density, 922 to “950.” 

The ordinary refined oil, both of American 
and home extraction, ranges according to my 
own experience, from a bright yellow fresh al- 
mond oil color to a deeper golden yellow. Its 
density does not seem to vary so much as is in- 
dicated by the above authorities, never falling 
below .920 and never going beyond .922—60 deg. 
F. This uniformity of density is the more re- 
markable from the fact that there seems to be 
a considerable variation in its physical proper- 
ties, some samples for example, turning almost 
quite solid at a temperature of abeut 40 deg. 
F., others thickening between 35 deg. and 40 
deg, and others still only showing signs of tur- 
bidity at 5 deg. or 6 deg. below freezing point. 
The density of the crude oil, which is very 
dark in color, ranges from .928 to .930, and it 
does not appear to freeze so readily as the re- 
fined oil. It is quite insoluble in alcohol, but 
soluble in all proportions in ether, chloroform, 
and bisulphide of carbon. Optically, it resem- 
bles almond oil, not only in the entire absence 
of any chlorophyll bands, but also in the 
amount of absorption at the extremes of the 
spectrum. Even the crude oil, unlike most 
seed oils, gives no indication of any absorption 
bands, while the deep blood-red or darker 
brown of the oil in its unrefined state permits 
of only the faintest trace of a spectrum in the 
leas refrangible part, even when a very minute 
column of oil isemployed. The refined oil, as 
has already been indicated, has no smell, but a 
pleasant. nutty sweet flavor, much superior to 
the finest olive, while it has admirable keeping 
properties, neither developing smell nor the 
acrid taste of other oils, even under lengthened 
exposure. I have a sample which has been 
kept in a bottle only half full and not too care- 
fully corked, for nearly ten years, and it has 
not developed the faintest smell, is still neutral 
and although it has lost the bland sweetness of 
the fresh oil, it is still a better oil than olive 
would be kept for ten months under similar 
conditions. 

PREPARATIONS AND USES OF COTTONSEED OIL. 

It enters into four liniments in the United 
States Pharmacopoia, namely, liniments of 
ammonia, camphor, lime and subacetate of 
lead. In connection with the liniment of am- 
monia the Pharmaceutical Revision Committee 
reported that cottonseed oil was proposed as a 
substitute for olive oil ‘“‘as it makes a much 
nicer preparation, both in appearance and odor 
when applied to the skin,” while in the case of 
the camphor liniment they reported that it was 
a “much better solvent of camphor than olive 
oil.” After many experiments I find that it 
possesses no greater solvent powers over cam- 
phor than olive oil, if, indeed, so much, but it 
makes a much brighter and sweeter liniment, 
and one that is in every respect pleasant to 
use. On the other hand it is not correct to say 
that in the case of liniment of ammonia it 
makes a much better preparation than olive 


for pressing or other purposes,may be removed | oil. The fact is that if Joottonseed oil exhibits 


one peculiarity more marked than anotner it is 
the difficulty with which it saponifies with the 
different alkalies. I have tried it with ammo- 
niain all proportions and in all manner of 
ways, but with only indifferent success, In 
this respect my experience is quite at variance, 
not only with the Revision Committee but with 
several American writers as well, who have all 
extolled a liniment made with this oil. It may 
save future experimenters some trouble if I 
here indicate what they may expect in their 
endeavors to produce a pertect liniment with 
this oil. Gommencing, as they are more than 
likely to do, with the B. P. proportions 
of 1 part of ammonia to 8 of oil, they 
will produce a mixture which will sep- 
arate in the matter of five minutes. Trying 
next the proportion of 1 to 4 they will probably 
get something approaching to a thick emul- 
sion, but which also separates in about thirty 
minutes. Encouraged by the success of this 
experiment they will next probably try the 
proportions of 1 to 5, and here they get a thick 
oily looking mixture, which might pass for an 
indifferent emulsion did it not look so exces- 
sively like an oil immediately you had crased 
shaking it, and did it not also persistently sep- 
arate after the space of sixty minutes, Dis 

heartened with these experiments it will next 
probably occur to them to try the U. 8. Phar- 
macopeepia proportions, although the proba- 
bility of the proportions there directed of 3 to 
7 (30 to 70) may never have struck them up to 
the moment as being the exigencies of a verfect 
liniment so much as the unrelenting necessities 
of the decimal system. In these proportions, 
however, a very thin semi-looking emulsion is 
produced pro tempore, failing.it is true, to give 
onthoroughly shaking the peculiar “click” on 
the sides of the bottle indicative of a genuine 
homigeneous compound, and separating, it is 
also true, in a very short time; but with this 
they had better rest content, as nothing better 
will be obtained. 

Liniment of lime is another preparation 
which will almost certainly give some trouble. 
Here, also, my experience differs from the 
pharmacopoeia authorities, as well as several 
other writers on the subject. One writer re- 
marks: “Cottonseed oil is not at all adapted to 
making this liniment. It does not readily sa- 
ponify, separates quickly, and it is almost im- 
possible to unite when separated.” In 
the pharmacepeeia proportions, namely, equal 
parts of oil and lime water, this, to 
avery great extent, applies; but I find that if 
one part of lime water and two of cottonseed 
oil be taken, a perfect emulsion is obtained, 
which only separates slowly and to a limited 
extent. A layer of oil slowly forms on the top, 
but this is uot greater than often forms with 
flaxseed oil or olive oil, and there is no more 
difficulty in re-uniting the liniment than with 
these oils. (It may be noticed here that the 
addition of even a minute quantity of an emul- 
sifying oll, such as olive or almond, to the cot- 
tonseed oil previous to mixing with the alkali 
will overcome the difficulty to a very great ex: 
tent with both liniments.) From these experi- 
ments I cannot but conclude that the U. 8. 
Pharmacopeeia Committee have not been alto- 
gether fortunate in the choice of preparations 
into which they have made this oil to enter, 
while, on the contrary, they have missed many 
preparations for which it seems admirably 
suited, With chlorofurm, for example, it makes 
a liniment that leaves absolutely nothing to be 
desired. Substituted for almond oil, again, it 
makes a beautiful cold cream, while the appli- 
cation of the elaidin and other tests show that 
it cannot in any sense be called a drying oil, 
and, therefore, 1t might well be substituted for 
almond and olive oils in almost every officinal 
ointment into which these oils at present enter, 
Its keeping properties, as well as its bright 
golden color, favors the production of a beau- 
tiful and permanent ointment, and this cannot 
always be said of the ointments into which 
almond, and more especially olive oil is at pres- 
ent officinal. There is, it should be noted, one 
exception to this,as there is to every rule, 
namely, that of the nitrate of mercury oiat- 
ment. In this case, however, it arises not from 
its failure to solidify and make a proper oint- 
ment, but from a reaction which will after- 
wards be referred to. 

ADULTERATIONS AND TESTS. 

Of course, the market value of cottonseed oil 
being 80 low, it need scarcely be expected that 
it will,or even can possibly, be adulterated 
with a cheaper oil, were there even the induce- 
ment to adulterate an oil that is as yet only 
slowly making its mark in this country as an 
important commercial product, The probabil- 
ity is altogether in the other direction, that is, 
that an oil possessing so many superior proper- 
ties and relativeiy so cheap will rather be used 
to adulterate more valuable oils. In Allen's 
“Commercial Organic Analysis,"’ for example- 
we find the following:—‘*Cottonseed oil, used 
largely for adulterating linseed, rape, and olive 
oils; and again, “the means of identifying 
cottonseed oil have a special interest and im, 
portance, owing to the frequency with whicn it 
is employed to adulterate ether oils, epec- 
jally olive, rape, and linseed oils.”” With- 
ont asserting so positively as Mr. Allen 
the fact « f ite being so largely used as an adul- 
terant of the more valuable oils, I willingly 
admit the possibility of its being so employed, 
and, in view of this, it is important to know 
that no adulteration can more readily be de- 
tected than that of cottonseed oil in the two oils 
more generally used in pharmacy, namely, 
olive and almond. I can detect with perfect 





distinctness the presence of 5 per cent of the 
oil in almond, and from 7 to 10 p»r cent (prob- 
ably less in a finer oil) with equal certainty in 
the darker-colored olive. In course of testing 
the vil with the well-known nitrous acid and 
nitrate of mercury tests I noticed the develop- 
ment of a peculiar deep blood-red coloration 
with nitric acid at a given temperature, The 
recurrence of the same strikingly red color, al- 
ways at the same temperature, and the perma- 
nence of the color, led me to inveetigate the 
conditions of the reaction more particularly. On 
taking, for example, say, 1 part of nitric acid of 
8p. gr. 1°38 and 2 parts of cottonseed oil, and heat- 
ing in atest-tube,it will be found that the nitric 
acid lies at the bottom of the tube in virtue of 
its density. By-and-by it begins to boil, and 
with ebullition it circulates briskly through 
the oil. Little change takes place until the 
temperature of the oil approaches 200 deg, when 
it begins to darken, the color quickly deepen- 
ing until it reaches 220 deg., at which tempera- 
ture the color attains its maximum intensity, 
and may therefore be used for purposes of 
comparison. Olive oil under similar condi- 
tions, never develops more than a dark straw 
color, without the heast trace of red, while al- 
mond oil never changes from its pale straw, so 
that the test is very marked and distinctive. I 
have been careful to note the temperature in 
the foregoing reaction, for if the oil is heated, 
say to between 230 deg. and 240 deg., the acid 
begins to decompose, and the nitrous acid 
formed discharges to a considerable extent the 
characteristic blood-red coloration. Not alto- 
gether however, so that if the test be carried to 
its conclusion and elaidic acid formed, the re- 
sulting mass is still sufficiently dark to detect 
the presence of cottonseed oil in the olive, if 
present in any appreciable quantity. It is for 
this reason that the cottonseed oil is 
not adapted for making the nitrate of 
mercury ointment, the color being much too 
high to make a presentable ointment. Iam 
not aware that this peculiar behavior of cot- 
tonseed oil with nitric acid at a high tempera- 
ture has ever been noted, but, on turning over 
various authorities to mark the color reaction 
of oils with the different acids, I find that M. 
Zecchini, in Gazzetta Chim. Ital., 1882, recom- 
mends that pure nitric acid of sp. gr. 1.4 be 
shaken briskly in a test tube with cottonseed 
oil, when it will form, first, a golden yellow, 
changing to coffee brown and black; while 
olive produces at first a colorless or slightly 
straw colored mixture, changing to light dove- 
grey with yellowish reflex. This is not my ex- 
perience, as I find that bath olive and almond 
oils are acted upon in a very similar manner to 
cottonseed oil with stronger nitric acid in the 
cold, the action being not so mucha difference 
in kind as in degree, the acid attacking some 
oils more quickly than others. I cannot ex- 
plain why the stronger acid in the cold should 
develop a coloration which the weaker acid 
fails to do at the boiling point, but the fact re- 
mains. Even almond Oil, which fails to deepen 
the very slightest in color ata temperature of 
200 deg., assumes a dark red on repeated agita- 
tion with the acid in the cold, 

It will, I hope, be understood that T do not 
put forth this color reaction as a distinctive 
test for cottonseed oil. I give it 
only as a certain test that olive or 
almond oils are adulterated, the proba- 
bility being that cottonseed oil may 
be the adulterant. I find, for example, that 
every seed oil which I can at present obtain 
with certification of probable genuineness 
gives asimiiar reaction. Among those I have 
tried are linseed, rape, teel, poppy, &c.. and all 
give the same reaction. I have no wish to 
make this a treatise upon the detection of adul- 
terations in oils, but I think this reaction of 
more than common interest, as probably sepa- 


rating one class of vegetable oils from another. 
Some years ago I pointed out how the whole 
class of animal oils might be separated from a 
large section of vegetable oils by means of the 
chlorophyll spectra, and I am not without hope, 
although my experiments have not approached 
to anything like a demonstration, that this test 
may prove equally important as separating one 
class of vegetable oils—say, the seed oils—from 
another class—say, the nut oils. Certainly the 
subject is of sufficient importance to demand 
further investigation. 

As regards the numerous tests to distinguish 
this oil from other oils which have appease 
from time to time, my experience of them is 
that they must be received with extreme 
caution. It will probably scarcely be credited 
that the very identical test which was demon- 
strated before a large company of savants a 
number of years ago as a test for the coloring 
matter of saffron in confectionery has again 
recently turned up in the pages of a leading 
scientific journal, as a test for this adulteration 
of olive oil. ‘Similarly, an American writer 
gives as a distinctive test for this oil the color- 
reaction produced by solution of subacetate of 
lead, and even asserts that by this coloration 
he can detect its presence in that of olive oil if 
5 per cent be mixed with that oil. As 
this test, I can only say that I have put every 
sample of the cottonseed oil tn m 
session under the subacetate of | test, 
and kept them under it for weeks withou 
the slightest evidence of any color change. 
It is not, indeed, probable that this oil, 
any more than the majority of other 
oils, will be detected by a single chemical 
test. but as I have endeavored to show, it has 
several characteristic features so marked that 
no one who has paid the slightest attention to 
the subject of oils can poy fail in recog- 
nizing it. To such it will be no secret that oils 
are at present in circulation under other names 
wae ere neither more nor less than cotton- 

oil. 

In bringing these notes to a close, I may be 
allowed to express my indebtedness to the 
fisms of Messrs J. Russell & Co., Buratisiand, 
for all the samples received from them of home 
extracted crude and refined oils, and to Mesars.

There is as much jobbing business doing as 
could reasonably be looked for at this season 
of the year. Lead is in especially good sum- 
mer demand,and the general lines of colors are 
having a fair call. Mixed paints of the better 
grades are in good jobbing demand, though 
manufacturers are not so busy as they were & 
few weeks ago. Mineral paints are selling 
fairly at pretty full prices. Colicctions are 
generally reported as being satisfactorily 
prempt. 

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead is firmly held and_ there 
has been a fair amount of business consum- 
mated during the week at advancing prices, 
The market is, for the moment, pretty com- 
pletely in the control of speculators and they 
advanced their pretensions late last week to 
8 80c, at which we hear of: sales amounting to 
about 500 tons here. It is said 100 tuns were 
also sold at 385c. Nominally the quotation is 
8 90c, and 4c is talked offas an early possibility, 
but up to the present time there has been no 
difficulty in getting all the lead corroders want- 
ed at 380c for corroding qualities. Messrs. 
John Wahl & Co. report the St. Louis mar- 
ket as follows under date of June 20th:— 

“Lead market during the week ending has 
undergone a remarkable change for the bet- 
ter. The heavy purchases on part of Eastern 
speculators of nearly all theavailablesput lead 
in hands of sellers has created considerable 
excitement and caused prices to advance 
fully a quarter of a cent per pound. The con- 
tinuing reports of diminished production of 
smelters in the far West give every assistance 
to make the present upward turn asuccessful 
one. The prevailing sentiment at the close is 
tbat prices are likely to rule still higher. Sales 
in the West for the week will aggregate 350 
tons of chemical,ranging in price from 3 47% to 
8 Tc. No sales of corroding are reported owing 
to the fact that sellers of the latter had with- 
drawn their offerings almost completely, pre- 
ferring to see the outcome of the present 
boom. In the East some 3000 tons are reported 
as having been sold, at prices ranging from 
3 62}4@3 85c. 

White lead is selling quite freely, and the 
stock in corroders, hands is unusually small. 
This condition of affairs, together with the ad- 
vance in pig lead of about 2c per 100, shuld 
lead to an advance in the carbonate, and it is 
regarded as probable that one will occur at an 
early day. At present, schedule rates are fully 
maintained,and some of the Eastern makers are 
still selling at 644c. Dry lead is still difficult to 
quote. The card price is 5 40c less the same dis- 
counts and rebates as apply on lead in oil, and 
this would bring it down to about 4 89c to larg- 
est buyers. We hear of sales to corroders who 
needed lead, at full association. prices during 
the week, while to dealers it is quoted all the 
way from 5 40c less discounts and rebates, to 
5}gc less 244 per cent, and 544c net. The schedule 
on lots of 500 pounds and over is 60c per 100 be- 
low lead in oil with the same discounts, and 
that is as near a quotation as we can get. 

Zincs are steady in price and have a fair job- 
bing movement at previous prices. We get 200 
barrels domestic at 3740 for prime and 450 bar- 
rels common at 3}4c. French is jobbing fairly 
at the schedule. We quote common 
Bi4gc, good 5%, and prime 4c. French 
is steady at 65ic for Antwerp. red 
seal, 6c for Paris red seal and 7i4c for Paris 
green seal, with a discount of 1 per cent for 
cash for lots of 10 bbls, 2 per cent for lots of 2 
bbis, and 4 per centifor lots of 50 bbls. Buyers 
are not obliged to take all of one brand in or- 
der to obtain the above discounts. The dis- 
count is included in brokerage. Paris red seal 
in poppy oil is now offered at 8c in drums Sic 
in cages, and green seal 9}¢c in drums and 10c 
in cases. In ton lots one-quarter of a cent per 
ib less—less than one ton net.

WINDOW GLASS 
American window glass is jobbing along ina 


leisurely way, at prices that have ruled for 
some time past. Trade is neither better nor 
worse than it was last week. Dealers do not 
show much anxiety to relieve manufacturers 
of the accumulations of glass in their hands, 
which, under ordinary conditions of things, 
would not be excessive, but which in the 
present involved and complicafed state of 
affairs, is anything but an attractive object to 
contemplate. Nearly all the furnaces have 
closed, with good stock of glass in hand. Man- 
ufacturers will no doubt be able to maintain 
discounts at their present ruling, as the quan- 
tity of stocks they hold, if distributed through- 
out the country, would no more than supply 
the prospective needs of consumption, and 
their gradual absorbtion would tend to stiffen 
prices. A protracted suspension of production 
would probably not be looked upon with 
disfavor by the manufacturers. In reference 
to the differences that exist between the 
glassblowers and the manufacturers, and 
of the causes of the depression in the 
west, the Crockery and Glass Journal 
says: “The window glass workers have ap- 
pointed their committees from each district to 
meet the manufacturers and consider the wage 
question, and until this is done all reports and 
statements on the subject are mere specula- 
tion. Trade is no better,nor have discounts 
been lowered any as yet. One reason of the 
depression in the West, especially in double 
thick glass,is that in consequence of the recent 
large reduction in the small and medium sizes 
of plate glass many consumers are using the 
latter in their houses and stores in place of 
window glass as formerly. There is not so 
much difference between good double thick 
window glass and plate for ordinary purposes, 
except for large sizes, but there isa great deal 
in being able to say that one’s windows are 
plate glass, and 80 the latter has the call. The 
factories will probably all run until June 30. 
When they willreopen is another question.”’ In 
foreign window glass there is a fair business 


doing, although transactions are mostly con- 
fined within the limits of jobbing orders. The 
continued firmness of the foreign market 
tends to keep prices steady: here, notwith- 
standing the desultory condition of trade. 
Stocks are not large and arrivals have been re- 
stricted.to very moderate limits. Prices range 
at about previous quotations, 


PLATE GLASS. 


During the week there has been a fair de- 
mand for both foreign and domestic plate 
giass. Stocks are in good supply and prices 
remain steady at about 50 and 10 for either 
make. Inquiries for forward contracts have 
been numerous and the number of buildings 
under way indicate that the demand for plate 
will continue active.

The Famous Oil Syndicate. 
The revelations about the operations of the 
famous oil syndicate and their connection with 
the affairs of the wrecked Penn Bank of Pitts- 
burg, formed a decidedly interesting feature 
oi the Riddle and Rieber trials which came off 
in the Smoky City last week. Beginning with 
Jacob H. Walter as the first oil broker on the 
stand, the lawyers elicited a connected story 
of the whole gigantic transaction down through 
the testimony of H. 8. Hill, Daniel Goettel, T. 
D. Watson and 8. 8. Pinkerton, all oll brokers 
who bad a hand in the deal. 

When the witnesses told how the Wall street 
kings, Russell Sage and “Jim’’ Keene, hada 
finger in the pie; or when they would speak 
lightly of buying one and two million barrels; 
how Riddle, Sage & Co. had expected to send 
the price of oilup to $150, in consequence of 
their “corner,” and how it did not go up, but 
fell with disastrous rapidity, or when the fail- 
ures of Grant & Ward, of New York, or Graff, 
Bennett & Co., of Pittsburg, were mentioned 
in connection with the doings inthe Oil Ex- 
change, the hundreds crowding the courthouse 
listened with intense interest. 

Directors Brown, Cavett and Hopkins testi- 
fled that they knew nothing of the over drafts 
made by Riddle, although Cavett’s account 
was overdrawn while he was dealing in oil. 
Broker Walter testified as to his buying oil for 
the syndicate under Riddle’s directions, the 
latter furnishing the money. He gave a de- 
tailed statement of the workings of the syndi- 
cate, and showed the quantity of oil bought 
and the results of the deals. The bearing of 
the testimony was decidedly against the 
defendants, as were also the rulings of the 
court. 

Broker Daniel Goettel stated that in the two 
months of bis connection with the syndicate he 
handled 600,000,000 barrels of oil at ten cents a 
barrel margin. He sold 2,000,000 at one time. 
Part of the proceeds of the sale went to New 
York and part to the credit of the Penn Ban¥Y. 

Broker Watson, who was indicted with Rid- 
dle and Rieber, but afterward released on a 
nollie pros to allow the admission of his evi- 
dence, related how Riddle came to him and 
secured his services as broker for the pool. 
The peopie Mr. Riddle represented were to 
provide the money for purchasing oil and the 
Penn Bank was to be a depository. He bought 
upwards of 1,000,000 barrels for the combina- 
tion, and accepted drafts from Oil City and 
Bradford brokers by order of Mr. Riddle. He 
testified that the firm opened up a branch in 
New York and made loans for the syndicate to 
the Standard Oil Company and other parties 
to the extent of $3,000,000 or $4,000 000. When 
margins were unecessary he made drafts on 
Watson & Hill andthe Penn bank by inatruc- 
tions of Mr. Riddle. He identified drafts to the 
extent of $116,000, as having been drawn on the 
Penn Bank during July, 1883, by order of Mr. 
Riddle for margins. 

Mr. Watson referred to the decline in oil in 
New York and the big losses they sustained. 
In New York he dealt with the Seaboard Bank, 
Russel Sage, S. V. White and others. Mr. Wat- 
son stated further that he often called at the 
Penn Bank to get orders from President Rid- 
die. He met him in the directors’ room, and 
frequently several of them were present. He 
never talked to them about the syndicate, but 
supposed they kuew it. His account, he said, 
was overdrawn $137,902. 

The prosecution closed its side of the case on 
last Friday, June 18. The testimony adduced 
was not of great importance, the principal fea- 
ture being the evidence given by Mr. Ritts, an 
oil broker, who testified that he deposited $50.- 
000 in oil certificates in the bank, and that 
these, indorsed by Riddle and Reiber, were 
subsequently put in circulation without giv- 
ing him credit. Contrary to expectations ex- 
President Riddle did not go on the stand, 

The defense opened with John P. Beale, the 
broker who conducted the business of the Penn 
Bank oil syndicate. He made a good witness 
for the defense and stated facts that clear up 
many mysteries in connection with Penn Bank 
affairs. He made a clean breast of all he knows 
which appears to bea great deal. He alleged 
certain things about some directors, which 
those directors denied in toto, His testimony 
flatly contradicts nearly all the testimony of 
Director Laughlin, and much of Mr. Hopkins’, 
as well as that of some others. He said he had 
frequently talked with a majority of the di- 
rectors about the oil deals, and they knew the 
bank was interested. At one time 3,000,000 
barrels were sold at a loss, and he was sent to 
New York with the money to make up the 
difference. The package containing the money 
was handed to him by Director F. B Laughlin, 
and he instructed him what to do with it and to 
communicate by wire with Riddle, Ex-Presi- 
dent Hopkins had also intrusted him with or- 
ders to buy oil after conversing about the deals. 

The sensation of the day on Friday was the 
calling to the stand of ex-President Riddle, one 
of the defendants. He gave a detailed history 
of his connection with the bank, and said that 
when he became President, in 1882, the capitai 
had been impaired to the amount of nearly 
$200,600. They had a large amount of oil on 
hand, and the syndicate was proposed in order 
to get the bank in good shape again. He saida 
majority of the directors were consulted, and 
all of them acquiesced and kept themselves 
fully advised of the operation of the scheme. 
At one time his health compelled him to go 
South. 

The bank then held 600,000 ;barrels of oil, A®

the price then was $1 33, he ordered the oil to 
be sold, but this was not done, and the market 


dropped to 98 cents. He said that not a dollar 
of any of the profits made was given to out- 
siders, but all went to the bank. He was the 
largest stockholder, and when the bank failed 
he had $61,000 of his own funds and $10,000 trust 
funds on deposit, not one cent of which he got 
back. 

Cashier Rieber, a co-defendant with Riddle, 
wts then placed on the stand. He de- 
nied having conspired to defraud the bank, and 
said that he knew nothing of the syndicate, and 
that he acted entirely by orders of Mr. Riddle. 








He denied having any interest whatever in any 
of the deals of the syndicate, and said that the 
accounts called fictitious were kept just as other 
accounts. The trial was then adjourned until 
Monday. 

The trial was resumed Monday. After calling 


a number of witnesses to testify to the charac- 
ter of the defendants, the defense rested. In 
rebuttal nearly all the directors were recalled, 
and denied emphatically the statements of 
Messrs. Riddle, Bedle and McMullen. The 
other directors admitted that Riddle had told 
tnem of the syndicate, but had given them to 
understand that the bank would merely be in 
terested in exchanges. The evidence was con- 
cluded in the afternoon and the case has been 
given to the jury.

Vegetable Olis. 
TUESDAY EVENING, June 23, 1885. 
The local market for city linseed oil is about 

steady at 50@5ic. As business is purely of a 
small jobbing character the latter price is real- 
ized. More effort has been made to enlarge the 
volume of trade, but prices have been main- 
tained. Western oil is jobbing from store at 
48@49c, according to size of order. Anxious 
buyers are required to pay 48c for car load lots 
but anxious sellers accept 47c. The demand is 
limited to such small orders, that there is no 
occasion for naming 47c to influence sales. 


The crude cottonseed oil market is unsettled. 
There are no buyers and no transactions of 
importance to determine values. It was 
thought that lower prices would rule here in 
consequence of a large consumer being out of 
the market for the present, and that fact has 
probably something to do with the nominal 
character of the market. Buyers can be ac- 
commodated with a prime grade on spot at 
2c for 50 bbls, Or 33@34c in a retail way. 
Off grades have no fixed value, 
but are obtainable from _ store. The 
feeling is quiet, with little or no interest mani- 
fested in the market: An important in- 
crease in the receipts of seed at this port dur- 
ing the .week is to be noted. The amount 
reached 4,784 bags, against 1,643 bags for the 
week previous. The arrival of seed is now a 
feature of the domestic receipts. The principal 
Southern markets are experiencing a dull feel- 
ing, with values easy. New Orleans is quoted 
by wire to-day at 28c, which is a decline of 
\¢c from this time last week. No doubt a lower 
price would buy a round lot, as the inactivity 
of the market leaves it ina nominal position. 
Very little prime crude is offering at New Or- 
leans. The only demand seems to be from 
Providence and Cincinnati. 


The feeling in the market for refined cotton- 
seed oil is dull, heavy and uncertain. More 
desire has been manifested on the part of some 
sellers to do business. The market has not 
fluctuated to any material extent, and stocks 
in store have been held atthe former quotation 
of 30c. The fact of one brand being taken off 
the market temporarlly, partly assisted holders 
to maintain prices, but the operations of those 
interested in goods to arrive would probably 
indicate a lower range of values. An effort 
was made during the week to place an un- 
limited amount of prime summer yellow on 
this market at 38c to arrive, but dealers are ex- 
ercising caution in buying to arrive. Most of 
the oil in store is on consignment and held at 
a price named at the South. Several brands 
are on the market and quoted at 39, 3944@40c 
for large lots, but it is believed that s8¢c 
would buy. Some business has been done 
at that. We have sales of 600 bbls within the 
range of 38144@29}4c, but the general figure 
named at the close was 39c for prime oil, with- 
out bids. ‘The same price ruled this time last 
year. White summer is offering at 414¢c. The 
winter grades are neglected. Small saies of 
tank bottoms on spot were made at 2}¢c and 
soap stock at 1gc. Demand for the latter 
is so light that no price is named tor stock in 
store. Receipts of oil at this port for the week 
were smaller than the week previous, aggre- 
gating only 748 bbls, with none for export. The 
week on ‘change was broken by the 
reception to the Statue of Liberty, 
but the interference to business 
did not matter much to the cottonseed oil 
circle. The movement is principally in small lots 
for the home trade, and the hand to mouth char- 
acter of consumption seems to prevail in this 
as well as other lines. Advices from New Or- 
leans by wire today, state that the export de- 
mand has ceased and that the market is nomi- 
nal at 37c. Memphis is unchanged at 35}¢c, and 
New York buyers argue that this price ought 
to enable them to buy in this market freely at 
B8}GC.

Cuban 
oil is lower and offering at 614c, without at- 
tracting buyers. The London market of 
recent date is quoted as follows: ‘‘Ceylon— 
Little or no business passing; nearest value £27 
10s@27 15s in pipes, and £29 hogsheads. For 
present shipments £28 5s would be taken, but 
we have no business to report. Cochin is held 
for £33 1Us spot, at which retail buyers are to 
be found. Nearly due parcels are held for £33, 
June-August shipment by sailer would be ob- 
tainable at £31. Copra oil £26 10s@27. 


Olive oil is easy. Asthe summer season ad- 
vances, holders are particular to keep stocks 
moving to prevent loss trom leakage. Stocks 
in store are comparatively light with Spanish 
offering at 75@80c, according to quantity. Sales 
are in a jobbing way.

The advantages obtained in 
this process are more than sufficient to com- 
pensate for the treatment with ferric chloride, 
for a quantity of 5 per cent of the ferric 
chloride solution is sufficient for the purpose. 
When the fish are crushed by means of ma- 
chinery, the albuminous constituents of the 
cellular tissues, are coagulated by the action of 
the iron salt, and the oil escapes more freely.

Method of Refining Seed Oils. 


Cottonseed oil is treated with a solution of 
permanganate of potash (1 part salt to 25 to 30 
parts water), by violently agitating them to- 
gether until the whole mass forms a thick soap 
emulsion. Dilute hydrochloric acid (1 acid to 
30 water) is then added until the mixture is de- 
eolorized,when the oil will seaparate upon the 
surface of the water in a white lard-like mass, 

The water isthen carefully drawn off until 
only the white fat remains. This is further 
purified by washing with water containing a 
small quantity of alkali, and then repeatedly 
with pure water, after which the oil is filtered. 
Cottonseed oil, or similar oils when purified in 
this way, may be used for culinary purposes, 
for oiling in the manufacture of wools on ac- 
count of its purity and freedom from acids, 


and for lubricating. It might also be used ex- 


tensively for cooking purposes after being 
combined with other fats and lard.

Cottonseed Oil as Food. 

The article recently published in this paper 
onthe use of cottonseed oil as tood, by Mr. 
Chas. 8S. Munroe, U. S. N. A., bas attracted 
considerable attention. Mr. J. E. Siebel of 
Chicago, also takes up the subject, and in his 
comments on Mr. Munroe’s article, which are 
communicated to the Chemical Review, he says: 

“T heartily agree with the author when 
he says that it would be desirable for the Pub- 
lic Health Association to show that cottonseed 
oil was wholesome, and thus remove “the 
prejudice which this in common with every 
other new food product meets with when sold 
in the market under its own proper name, and 
that thus another article would be added to 
our recognized dietary which is a natural home 
product and whose cheapness seems fairly well 
assured.” 

But what is to hinder the association from 
doing so at once, for although the article s 
comparatively new, it has been used as an art- 
icle of fooi in enormous quantities for several 
years under its proper as wellas under assumed 
names. If there was anything unwholesome 
about it, we would know about it by this time. 
I also cheerfully admit that Mr. Munroe’s 
investigations give further proof of the 
fact that other oils and probably chief- 
ly cottonseed oil, are sold for olive 
oil, but I take serious exceptions to his 
conclusions 1n regard to the “enormous profits 
which the trade with the poor brings.”” If Mr. 
Munroe had looked at all sides of the question 
and had not only given the prices of cottonseed 
oil in bulk but those of olive oil in bulk also,he 
would not have been so hasty in his conclu- 
sions, but would have found that the trade 
with the poor is far less remunerative than 
that with the wealthy. Take for instance from 
among his tables the article No. 5, which is the 
cheapest among those supposed to be pure olive 
oll: it is sold at 20 cents for a six ounce bottle. 
On the other hand the cheapest of the oils in 
his tables is No. 10, of which 4 ounces are sold 
tor 10 cents, and it is probable that this article 
is nothing but cottonseed oil. But even ad- 
mitting this to be the case, who will contend 
that there are greater profits if it is known that 
cottonseed oil (at present prices) is worth from 
47 to 48 cents per galion, and olive oil from 78 to 
80 cents per gallon, and if it is further con- 
sidered that the cheaper article is putin 32 
bottles to the gallon and the other in only 20 
bottles to the gallon (so that the item of pack- 
ing is even larger in the case of the supposed 
cottonseed oil) it will then be found not only 
that the profits on the cheaper grades are far 
less as regards the original capital invested, 
but also that the dealer must make much more 
profit on selling the higher priced grades, al- 
though they are pure olive oil, than by selling 
the goods of lower price. It is true the profits 
are unreasonably large in both cases, but 
this is generally the case with articles done 
up in small packages in such a manner as to 
partake of the nature of proprietary articles. 
Of course people could avoid this extortion if 
they could buy a good quantity of cottonseed 
oil by the gallon, and I am fully satisfied that 
they do not abstain from doing so on the ground 
of sanitary considerations. Vanity and a de- 
sire to be in style has everything to do with it. 
People buy cheap butter-substitutes, but do 
not want to be be told that they are such, yet 
they readily understand this to be the ease 
from the price. Sothey buy cheap brands of 
salad oil, well knowing that they do not get 
genuine olive oil; yet these people would con- 
sider it low and mean to ask for cottonseed oil 
right out. This is the principal reason that cer- 
tain new substitutes are not sold under their 
proper names; they doubtless will be, however, 
as soon as popular and sensational prejudices 
give way. Cottonseed oil in this particular has 
much the same fate as the cotton fiber during 
the first years of its importations in Europe. 
In those times cotton was considered not only 
inferior to every possible other kind of wove, 
but in many districts those wearing or usiag 
cotton goods were looked upon almost as out- 
casts. Such is the force of prejudice, but it 
did not prevail in the case of cotton, and will, 
I am satisfied, not prevail in_ the cage of cotton- 
seed oil,

TUESDAY EVENING, June 23, 1885. 

The monotony which has pervaded the specu- 
lative petroleum market during the past few 
months, was broken last week by a amall but 
solid advance in prices. For weeksthe fluctua- 
tions fora day did not excecd three-quarters 
of acent. The market, while seemingly ad- 
verse to ascending the barometer of fractions, 
did not scruple to slide down the scale at every 
favorable opportunity. Although the situation 
in the field bas for months favored the bulls 
the bears have seemingly had no trouble in con- 
trolling the market and dving with it as they 
Pleassd. 

The daily production of the great oil fields is 
between 12,0 Vand 15,00 barrels less than the 
daily consumption, which, coupled with the 
fact that thereare no new fields visible on the 
Petroleum horizon, makes the situation more 
bullish than it has been for years 

Perhaps it was this tardily-recognized fact 
which caused the substantial and gratifying 
advance in this week’s market. 


Outside capital, whbich since last fall has 
been withdrawn from the market und invest- 
ed in stocks or locked up in the vaults of the 
deposit companies, has in a measure again 
been restored to circulation. The speculator 
ef the past recalis with vivid distinctness the 
many deals which were engineered to deprive 
him of his money and it is not to be wondered 
at, in view of his past experience, that he is a 
trifle chary about placing his trust in the 
market. 

With the consumption farin excess of the 
production, and daily outstripping it, it ise but 
natural that values should advance. Stocks 
are continually being reduced, the European 
ports are nearly barrenjof oil,and the producer, 
although doing his level best, is powerless to 
check the decline which is steadily going on in 
all parts of the field. 


Whether the present advance is the begin- 
ning of the long expected boom of prosperity 
or not is a question that time aione can answer. 
Uniess a new pool is discovered a higher 
range of values must result. The bears, 
after working the Mt. Nebo well for all 
it was worth turned their attention to a‘wild- 
cat now being drilled at a place called Shouse- 
town, eight miles southwest of Mt. Nebo. This 
well which is reported 1,460 feet deep has not 
yet found the Mt. Nebo sand. The hole has 
been piugged and the venture turned into a 
“mystery.”” Thus far the trade has been more 
frightened than hurt. Should this well come 
in even as a moderate producer, it would cast 
acloud over the otherwise bright sky of the 
market. 

The Mt. Nebo well has been drilled through 
the sand into the slate without any improve- 
ment. It is showing for aten barrel well nat 
ural. What it will do after being shot with a 
big dose of glycerine the scouts even do not 
pretend to know. It may perchance start off 
with a phenomena! record, but the chances are 
that it will only make a small well. 


There has been a wonderful decline in Thorn 
Creek’s production. When June entered upon 
her brief lease of life the pool was 
producing over 9,000 _ barrels. To-day 
the output from 146 wells is leas than 4,000 bar- 
rels, showing a net decline of over 5,000 barrels 
during the month to date. Thorn Creek’s 
daily average will be fully 2,000 barrels less 
during June than in May. These figures are 
startling, showing as they do the enor- 
mous decline which is going on at the season 
when the pools are supposed to be doing their 
level best. The charters for the week were 
largely in excess of both the runs and ship- 
ments. The charters since January Ist have 
been unusually heavy and are continually in- 
creasing in volume, The charters thus far 
during the month have averaged 54,316 barrels 
a day. 

The Phillips & Lavery No. 2, in Butler County 
is reported 30 feet in avery inferior sand and 
is showing so badly that its owners are dis- 
courayed. The practical failure of this ven- 
tures precludes a continuous extension of the 
middle section of the belt between the Fredrick 
& McEiwainre wells. Yesterday two of the old 
wells were torpedoed without materially in- 
creasing their output. This morning the 146 
wells in the pool were producing 3,988 barrels. 

One of the most conservative dealers on the 
floor of the Exchange said at the close of the 
market this afternoon: “This advance is a per- 
fectly natural one, but whether it will be 
checked or not is a question that I cannot an- 
swer. The shorts are beginning to see the 
hand-writing on the wall,and know that the 
days of 80 cent oil are about numbered. Those 
must eager to buy this afternoon were shorts 
who were anxious toget back, their oil and 
cover. Values will follow their natural ten 
dency and that tendency at this time is up- 
ward. The boom may be staved off for a time, 
but it will come as certain as fate and with it 
will come perhaps dollar oil. This tide which 
has been running against the bulis has turned 
and is now in the.r favor and you may rest 
assured that they will take advantage of every 
opportunity. ‘The shorts are frightened and 
are rushing in wila)y to cover. Today’s ad- 
vance is but the beginning of the end.” 

Wednesday was an uneventful day, the mar- 

ket closing as on the previous day at 80%c. The 
highest and lowest points were 81}éc and 80¢c, 
When the market closed no one anticipated a 
boom on the morrow.

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The Production of the Oil Fields

As the production of the entire oil region 
showed a large decrease last year, notwith- 
stadding the fresh output from the Thorn 
Creek field, the trade, says the Oil City Derrick, 
in a long article reviewing the outlook in the 
field, expected a considerable increase this 
summer from the cleaning out of old wells and 
the active work which was begun when spring 
Operations have steadily increased 
since the end of winter, and though the work 
has been principally confined to old fields, a 
certain addition to the proauction was ex-

THE BRADFORD BLACK SAND POOL. 


The old reliable Bradford district, though at- 
tracting less attention from the trade than the 
new fields, remains the greatest producing dis- 
trict of the region. More than one half the 
total output comes from its wells, and any de- 
cline in its production is of more importance 
than the loss of several such pools as Thorn 
Creek. The main-stay of the Bradford produc- 
tion has been the new territory developed last 
year on the Bingham lands at Simpson. Large 
wells were found there, larger than were ever 
before known in the field. The cessation of 
drilling after this territory was partly drilled, 
caused the old wells to maintain a steady out- 
put at a high figure, and led to expectations of 


an extensive area of prolific territory. 


When work was commenced again the first 
well showed good and operations were rapidly 
Within the last two months, 
however, there has been a sudden change. The 
new wells have been small. Indicutions that 
the first wells have taken off the cream are 
abundant, and fifteen and twenty-five barrel 
wells were found where they were expected to

On the rich portion of the Bingham lands va- 
rious companies and individuals have 162 pro- 
duving wells, and the total output from these 
is about 2,690 barrels; or an average of sixteen 
and one-half barrels tothe well. It must be 
remembered that a number of these are fresh 
producers, and many were completed this year. 


Now there are only twelve rigs and nineteen 


drilling wells in that part of the field; and the 


principal companies are checking work and 
taking off sets of tools as wells are completed. 


Where an extension was expected the wells are 
showing light. In the older part of the field 


the results from cleaning out were less satis- 
factory than before. The increase from the 
work done is quickly lost, and the wells drop 
own to their original condition, frequently 
before the additional production obtained pays 
the expenses incurred. 
THE ALLEGANY, N. Y., DISTRICT. 

The wells obtained in Soutb Alma, which has 
been the point towards which the operators in 
the Allegany district have looked for an exten- 
sion of territory, are of the two and three inch 
variety. The sand is bard and thick and the 
wells maintain a very steady output after be- 
ing completed, but are not large enough to in- 
duce active operations. 

One of the most extensive operators, who has 
one hundred wells or more, is trying a new ex- 
periment, and from its cost it is an indication 
that the wells must be getting very small. He 
is drilling one well between two old ones, which 
he torpedoes witha small shot. He then puts 
heavy shots in the other two wells and aban- 
dons them. He expects by this means to obtain 
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from the one new one as muchus the two which 
he abandons are produging. 
THE THORN CREEK POOL. 

In May the Thorn Creek production 
averaged 7,390 barrels a day. From the 
outlook, the average in June will be nearly 
2,000 barrels a day less than last munth. And 
this loss on the total output of the region, can 
not be made good in any known fields. The 
end of the territory so long looked for, has 
certainly come. Lappie’s dry hole on the Mc- 
Elwaine farm, was the last hope to which the 
believers in a northeast extension clung, and 
its failure completes the last length in the 
fence which shuts in the last end of Thorn 
Creek, With the new wells to be completed 
there, and the shooting of the old ones, the 
present average cannot be maintained except 
forashort time. The decline will probably be 
checked above 4,000 barrels, and thena slow 
natural decrease may be expected, varyiug 
but little, only as torpedoes are used in old 
wells. 

THE COGLEY RUN DISTRICT. 

In the Cogley Run district are twenty-six 
producing wells, with a daily output on June 
11th of about 725 barrels. These wells with one 
exception, are all located on a strip of terri- 
tory one mile long to half a mile wide. The 
largest wells, or’ those having a daily produc- 
tion over ten barrels a day, are in an area half 
a mile square, and it is in this spot also that the 
most work is being done now. The west side 
of the supposed belt is defined by the Barber 
three barrel well; the Berlin, doing seven bar- 
rels, and the Yonkers, doing ten barrels. 
Virectly south of the best wells half a mile is 
the Moare, a seven-barrel producer. Half a 
mile east of the western edge wells is Booth & 
White’s producer on the Frederick, which 
made fifteen barrels, but has been cleaning out 
for several days, and is not yetin producing 
shape. In the direction the belt is supposed to 
rua to the northeast the farthest well in that 
direction is the Ashland Oil Compapy’s on the 
Rikenbrode. It was shot and pumped aearly a 
day. It was then gauged andin the suc: eeding 
twenty-four hours made twenty-two inches in 
a600 tank. The next twenty-four hours it had 
dropped to fourteen inches in the same tank. 
Beyond this to the north and northeast are 
three wells shut down on top of the sand, and 
mystified. 

It is supposed the Ashland Oil Co.’s on the 
Shippen, and Bassett’s on the Basset, are dry, 
but ifsoitisa new peculiarity introduced by 
producers in this fleld to try and keep the trade 
mixed and uncertain by playing dry holes as 
mysteries. If in time these wells are known 
positively to be dry, they will curtail the possi- 
ble territory of Cogley by several hundred 
acres. 
has shown less prolific qualities, and the ad- 
vance wells are quite small. The old wells 
maintain a very steady production, and the 
most remarkable decline that has been noticed 
in any of them is that at the Ashland Oil Co.’s, 
mentioned above. 

Patterson & Leedom have abandoned their 
No. 2rig, north of their producing well, and 
will drill two wells on the south line, 
venture on the Shippen southeast of the Ash- 
land mystery, and northeast of the Staley mys- 
tery onthe Kahl farm, should get the sand 
next week. South of the Bassett three-quar- 
ters of a mile, Crawford, Gifford & Co. have 
cased and should get sand soon. These two 
are the only wells in advance that are due 
soon, all the other wells being in the old part 
of the field. At present there are twenty-three 
rigs up and building and twenty-two wells 
drilling. 

THE WARREN POOL. 

The liveliest spot in Warren county is the 
Clarendon pool. Operations in all sections of 
the field are quite active. It is not probable 
that any dangerous new territory will be 
developed. 

OHIv’sS LITTLE FIELD. 

The production of the Macksburg field is 
steadily increasing. The daily output as yet is 
small, and will continue so until the producer

A Wonderful Well. 

Jacob Garver had an unusual experience in 
boring a well on his farm, two miles south of 
of Bryan. Ata depth of about 100 feet the au- 
ger penetrated a strata of clay twenty-five feet 
thick. The clay is of a light French gray color, 
exceptionally smooth and free from grit.When 
ground in oil itis as smooth and spreads quite 
as well as white lead. Experts say it is as fine 
and ductile as the pottery clay found any- 
where. 

Ata depth of about 150 feet the auger went 
through a thick strata of black opaque bitumi- 
nous substance which burns as readily as soft 
coal. Atadepth of 202 feeta strong vein of 
water was struck which followed the auger to 
the surface and continues to flow in a steady 
stream, but is so strongly impregnated with 
salt and oilasto be absolutely unfit for use. 
Where the water is left standing for atime oil 
rises like cream to the surface, and when the 
oil is skimmed off and the water evaporated a 
residuum of salt is left. 

Failing to meet Mr. Garver’s desire, the well 
was abandoned and another one bored a short 
distance away, but after reaching a depth of 
150 feet, it gave promise of similar results and 
was in turn abandoned. Still another one was 


started a short distance away from the firstand

Oil on the Waters. 

A correspondent writing from St. George, 
W. Va., furnishes another instance of the 
soothing influence of oil upon troubled waters. 
He says:— 

“There once came under my observation in 
the Pacific Ovean a case which may or may not 
be new. Ontheevening of August 1, 1883, I 
and two campanions in adventure were throwh 
on one of the Santa Barbara Islands, about one 
hundred and fifty miles northwestward from 
San Diego, off the California coast. Two days 
later we were picked up by an Italian fisher- 
man, and carried to Santa Barbara. In our 
passage across the channel which separates 
Buena Ventura from the island of Santa Cruz, 
we encountered a gale, and the white caps ran 
pretty high. Our boat was pretty small, and 
the flying spray drenched everything on board. 
In the midst of this the old fisherman called 
our attention to smoother sea ahead, and went 
onto explain that it was due to oil on the 
water, and that the oi] came up from natural 
wells in the bottom of the ocean. 

‘* By this time the boat was gliding through 
the calmer sea. I noticed that the waves were 
running as high as ever, but the crests of them 
remained unbroken, and no white caps were to 
be seen. The tumbling and roaring ot the 
white caps, the flying of the spray before the 
wind, and the crests of the waves blown off, 
were no longer to be seer or heard, but the 
size ot the billows was not otherwise dimin- 
ished. The waves were now huge swells of the 
ocean, following each other regularly and si- 
lently, and the wind appeared to glide smooth- 
ly along the snrface of the sea, unable to ruffle 
or disturb the water. The oiled water was only 
a narrow strip, running nearly east and west. 
Ishould judge that it was less than one-half 
mile wide. I could not observe its length. The 
oil field ig just fourteen miles north of Santa 
Cruz Island. Perhaps the attention of the pub- 
lic has been called to it long ago, but I did not 
know of ite existence until I sawit, and have 
not heard of it since.”

Science of Oil Producing Rocks. 


On May 30 the Pittsburg Commercial Gazette 
published an article on **Oil Producing Rocks,” 
in which the correspondext treated as factsa 
batch of unsupported statements on oil rocks 
geologically considered. Mr. P. C. Boyle, one 
of the best posted oil men in the country, read 
the Pittsburg’s papers oil story and concluded 
that 1t was best to correct itserrors. He is 
now in Macksburg, Ohio, and his letter which 
was dated at that place, June 5, is reproduced 
below: 

“The late Henry E. Wrigley, who contributed 
afamous paper to the Historical Society of 
Pennsylvania on the ‘Petroleum Resources of 
Pennsylvania,’ was a petroleum prophet of 
great versatility coupled with untiring indus- 


try,and a person of considerable originality | 


withal. Impatient of the tardy action of the 
drill it was Wrigley’s frequent habit to soar 
beyond the drilling frontier and locate alleged 
petroleum deposits, and Byrom Center is the 
sole merit mark indicating his success in oil 
prognosis. Less talent has achieved as much 
success with the rude divining rod. 

Wardwell sprang into popular existence 
through the gyrations of a vessel charged with 
chemicals in the hands of an enthusiast. 
Countless hundreds have found oil with no 
other adjunct of science than the drill, and the 
latter, mere insensate instrument that it is, in 
the hands of the driller becomes the educator 
alike of the oil-smeller and geologist. 

Predictions are made touching oil-bearing 
rocks supposed to be lying dormant at great 
depths. Owing to the indefiniteness of the 
proposition the prediction is safe; go deep as 
one might the answer would remain the same: 
Go deeper. There is little doubt that the oil 
produced in Inniskillin township, Canada, is 
geographically lower by several thousand feet 
than is the presént producing rocks of Western 
Pennsylvania. 

That the same rocks underly Western Penn- 
sylvania is fairly weil established, but the ad- 
ditional fact that ube same are oil-bearing in 
Western Pennsylvania is not now, and per- 
haps never will be, satisfactorily established. 
In support of his theory your correspondent 
attempts to show by a singular line of reason- 
ing the Cherry Grove sand underlies the third 
sand of Butler county, some 1,600 to 1,800 feet, 
and inferentially that it is within the range of 
possibilities for Cherry Grove to repeat itself 
in Thorn Creek! Nothing can be more im- 
probable. In the first place the Butler third 
sand and the producing rock of Cherry Grove 
are vertically 900 feet apart, and not 1.600 to 
1,800 feet as asserted. Enough drilling has been 
done in Forest and Clarion counties to demon- 
strate that the Cherry Grove sand loses its in- 
dividuality before reaching Tylersburg, which 
is exactly in its path on a 45 deg. line southwest 
course. 

The Butler county third sand, which here 
partakes the name of Clarion county sand, is 
distinguishable so far north as Henry’s Mills, 
althvugh practically barren from the outposts 
of operations near Shippensville. The Cherry 
Grove sand is rather limited in ladtitudinal 
area, but at one time enormously productive, 
Its equivalent at Cooper Hill, known then as 
second sand, was entirely barren, except in two 


notable exceptions, namely, McCalmont Qi- 
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Company No.8, which produced for a single 
hour at the rate of 2,000 barrels a day, subsiding 
to nothing within an hour; the other being 
Brenneman’s venture on the Henry lands, 
which, like the Phillip’s Napuleon, stood ‘grand 
gloomy and peculiar.’ 

At Henry’s Millanarrow pocket of oil was 
developed in the Cherry Grove equivalent, 
making four separate and distinct sand bodies 
eccupying a common horizon, and no two 
which are connected by so much as a ligature. 
These are namely: Cherry Grove, Henry’s Mill 
second sand, Cooper Hill second sand, and 
Balltown. The nearest approach to an affinity 
between these rock bodies is notably between 
Henry’s Mill and Cooper Hill, which coquette 
with eachother across an extremely limited 
chasm. 

After Bradford, Cooper Hill justly claims the 
honor of producing trom the lowest Pennsyl- 
vania rocks, being 260 feet lower than Cherry 
Grove, or 1,160 feet below Butler county third 
sand, Bradford being 400 feet lower than 
Cooper Hill in its producing rocks. Beyond 
Bradford in a northeasterly direction the drill 
has developed rock crystals 160 feet in thick- 
ness. Cooper Hill and Cherry Grove exemplify 
a fact not often adverted to, namely, that rock 
bodies extending across each other are seldom 
productive in both horizons, 

A fact no less singular is that no two indi- 
vidual oil horizons anywhere, except possibly 
in Ohio, are known to overlap each other and 
to continue productive at the points overlap- 
ping (excepting the cross belts of Butler county, 
For example, Bradford, the great bear of all 
Pennsylvania basins grows barren as it nears 
the southern line of McKean county, although 
its sand rock is discovered and recognized 
twenty-five miles southwestwardly from its 
frontier wells, extending eastward of and far 
beyond the point where Balltown, a sister pool 
of Cherry Grove, loses interest to oil men. 
When Bradford rock ceased to give forth oil, 
Sugar Run territory began. Sugar Run and its 
environs is essentially a plum pudding district; 
three undersized plums to an overgrown pud- 
ding would represent the attenuated pools de- 
veloped in this district. 

Six miles southwest of Kinzua creek where 
the plum pudding basin quits, Clarendon be- 
gins to assert itself. The horizons of Sugar 
Run and Clarendon are practically the same, 
namely, 810 feet higher than the producing 
rock of McKean county, and stratagraphically 
750 feet lower. than the third sand of Butler 
county. About the same distance south of the 
point where Clarendon leaves off Cherry Grove 
begins. Here the horizons again undergo a 
change, Cherry Grove’s producing sand being 
150 feet below the Clarendon sand. From 
Cherry Grove to Balltown the difference be- 
tween the end of one pool and the beginning 
of the other is about the same as between the 
first named pools, and here again the producing 
horizons remain unchanged. 

Next in order is the Butler county third sand 
under the name of Clarion county sand. 

The change here is of a most marked character, 
showing a vertical stretch of 900 between the 
Balltown or Cherry Grove horizon and that of 
Butler county third sand. In this I have merely 
shown the more recent development or those 
exhibiting decided traits ot character, the cbject 
being to illustrate the fact that while separate 
oil-producing horizons, or, more properly, rock 
horizons, which may at some point be oil-bear- 
ing, may overlap other horizons which at some 
part may be oil-bearing. are not uniformly pro- 
ductive at the same pcints, Butler county cross- 
belts always excepted. These figures are the 
practical results of the drill, thatsi!ent monitor 
which goes on night and day, ever and anon 
making history, upsetting theory, while the 
able gentlemen addicted to geology are con- 
structing beautiful theories, which they are 
pleased to style scientific research, The mod- 
ern oil geologist is nothing if not arrogant, 
claiming honors, posing as authority on ques- 
tions of information concerning oil fields 
and— 

Doing what? 

Compiling data and arranging figures fur- 
nished him, in fact doing such work as falls to 
the lot of a statistician. Originally he may 
have theories of his own (and few are without), 
which are not only liable but almost absolutely 
certain to be upset by the practical develop- 
ments of the drill. When the dataof a field 
has been collected, arranged, compiled, and filed 
away, except asa history of events, it is of 
little practice! use to the producer of this gen- 
eration and none whatever to that of the next. 
Experience gained in one field is almost invari- 
ably lost in another. Of what practical use is 
the geological history of Bradford to a Macks- 
burg operator, or vice versa? The Macksburg 
operator shoots his well where, 80 to speak, the 
Bradford operator sets his conductor. 

The geologist who will locate new oil fields 
in advance of the dancing drill; point out with 
certainty all the peculiarities of the field; indi- 
cate distance to the rock; the amount of casing 
necessary; when salt water will be encountered, 
if any; when the rock is soft and liable to cave; 
when gas and oil will be struck, exact depth, 
will reap not only during fame, but will find a 
friend in every individual engaged in the oil 
trade. If the “*knowleigeous” geologist thinks 
me overexacting in the matter of necessary 
talent let him reverse the picture and realize 
for the first time what the trade does for sci- 
ence and him. The trade is now doing and has 
done for years that which it asks the efficient 
geologist to try a hand at and no more,”

TUESDAY EVENING, June 28, 1885. 

Where is almost a midsummer dullness per- 
vading the market, and we have few interest- 
ing features to record. Opium and quinine 
are both dull and the less important articles on 
the list are not actiye enough to develop any 
decided teadencies, so that changes in values 
are comparatively few. Stocks of nearly all 
goods are light, and in a number of casesa 
little more spirit to the demand would lead to 
@ prompt advance, There is a continued ab- 
sence of speculation, sales being almost wholly 
for the legitimate trade wants. The principal 
changes in prices are as follows:—

There has been a limited jobbing demand 
since our last which has been supplied at $3 45 
@3 50 for cases and up to $8 55 for jobbing par- 
cels. We get sales aggregating 10 cases within 
the former range, and 5 cases at $3 50@3 55. 
For 1883 opium $2 25 in bond has been bid, but 
this is beluw holders views and $2 40 could not 
be shaded much if any. At present sterling 
prices prime 1884 could be laid down here in 
bond at a shade under $2 40 and bids considera- 
bly under that figure have been cabled for the 
purpose of testing the market abroad but as 
yet no answer has been received. The position 
on the whole is easy and dull. Powdered is 
quiet at $4 70@A 15. 

Morphine is without change. The 
manufacturers’ quotation is $3 20, and we hear 
of no Outside lots offering below that figure. 
Foreign is dull and easy.

Quinine. 

The market continues rather dull, the late 
decline having interfered somewhat with the 
demand. There is a fair jobbing trade in 
progress, and in this way sales aggregating 
some 3,000 ounces foreign brands have come 
under our notice at 62}4¢c, that being the quota- 
tion for all brands from outside hands. The 
agents for B & 8 reduced their price to 65@72c 
following our last, and none of the Ger- 
man brands are offered by agents below 
these figures except in 500 oz cans, which can 
be had ut 64c. There are rumors of sales as 
low as 60c from outside hands, but we hear of 
nothing below 6244c and even at this stock is 
sparingly offered. and nothing is sold to specu- 
lators. Domestic makes are unchanged. P & 
W is quoted at 68@75c, while the other brands 
are procurab le at 65@72c. There is a prevalent 
feeling that prices have reached bottom. At 
the same time, no one wou:d be surprised at 
any change that might occur in the position or 
in prices. Messrs. Roessler & Hasslacher, agents 
for the Gold and Silver brand, have issued the 
following circular uoder date of June 20th: 
In the present condition of the quinine market 
the following iuformation from Dr. Seyfert, 
the superintendent of our quinine factory, in 
regard to the bark sale of June 2d, will be of 
general interest. ‘Notwithstanding the con- 
tinued depression now prevailing in New York 
the prices paid for bark at the London auction 
of June 2d were considerably higher than those 
of the auction of May 10th, I average the price 
for one kilo sulphate of quinine (as figured 
from the prices paid for bark the 2d inst.) 
at about 13 m higher, suy nearly 9c. per oz 
above the sales of May 19. The principal buy- 
ers paying such high prices were the firms How- 
ard and Cole (the latter buying for American 
account), 80 that Continental factories, whose 
brands bring less in the American and English 
markets than those of the respective domestic 
firms, were forced to stand back. However, 
the limits of the 262 bales of India bark remain- 
ing unsold were even too high for the bids of 
the aforesaid firms. Of the offered 868 pack- 
ages of South American bark, 5 were sold; of 
the 1,306 bales India bark 1,038 bales. The total 
quantity of bark sold amounts to about 241,600 
lbs, and about 3,081 Ibs quinine, of which 
Cole & Co took 92,800 lb bark and 991 lb quinine 
Howard “ 42,9000 “ - to 


135,700 1,766 

The balance, 106,035 lbs bark and 1,335 lbs of 
quinine was taken by the different con- 
tinental manufacturers. The Amsterdam 
bark auction of June 5th, included but 17,700 
kilos of bark, the continental buyeis have 
therefore no opportunity to cover the London 
results with cheap purchases.’ Our cable news 
since received, reports the bark sale of last 
Thursday, the 16th inst., in almost the same 
condition as that of June 2d,” 

Cinchonidia is quiet and ranges from 14 to 28¢ 
for foreign as to quantity and packing. 

The receipts of quinine for the week have 


been 5,500 ozs. of which 500 have been entered, 
There are also 6 cs goin sesouge to St. Louis.

Extreme dullness prevails in nearly every 
branch of the trade, but there is etill as much 
business doing as could reasonably be expected 
at this period of the year. June as the closing 
month of the first half of the year is usually 
about as dull as December.very mauvy concerns 
being engaged in their semi-annual stock- 
taking, which thoroughly indisposes them to 
buy anything not absolutely required until 
after the first proximo. The dullness in the 
Principal chemical consuming industries also 
restricts business. but the firmness recorded 
abroad is a hopeful indication of higher prices 
when the fall seasun opens with even moderate 
activity. Concerning the. position abroad, Mr. 
D. B. McColloch in his Liverpool circular of 
June 10, remarks: “‘The improvement noticed 
last week continues and the tendency upward 
is only checked by the higher pretensions of 
makers. ‘There are large buyers forward at 
late prices. The chief features of the week are 
an advance in caustic soda and chlorate of 
potash; saltcake is also looking up. Sulphate 
of ammonia bas become flat and nitrate of soda 
rewains dull.” 

Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48 per cent rei ains in 
rather limited request, most of the heavy von- 
sumers being practically out of the market and 
the demand is therefore restricted to the small 
lots necessary for current wants, There is very 
little if anything doing for forward shipment, 
buyers being disinclined to bid up to the ideas 
ofimporters. We get sales of 25 tons 48 per 
cent at 154@1 5244c and 100 tonsat 130c. High 
test is in moderate rcquest, lots aggre-

Ammonias, Potashes and Fertil- 
izing Chemicals. 

There is a light trade in progress in the lead- 
ing fertilizing chemicals, but the changes in 
quotations are few. The supply is equal to 
present consumptive wants, but in no case is it 
very heavy. Sulphate of ammonia is in fair 
jobbing demand, with sales of 60 tons at 3@3}4c 
as to quantity and make. Azotine is dull at

grades of blood, although in fair stock, are 
about steady with sales of 100 tons at 2 25@2 30, 
and 275 tons of low grades at prices ranging 
from $2 17%4@225 as to quantity, holder and 
date of delivery. Sulphate of potash is still 
rather scarce on the spot. Shipments are dull 
at 108@110c as to quantity and date of ship- 
ment. Kieserite continues in small supply on 
the spot, There has been sales of 50 tons to ar- 
rive reported at $5 25@5 50 as to quantity. 

Chlorate of potash is reported from abroad to 
be firmer, 6444 being quoted. This would equal 
16c duty paid here, without freight. There are 
some crystals procurable here at 1534c, but 
most of the holders ask l6c, while for powdered 
164c is named. 

Sal ammoniac is again lower, aud is now 
quoted within a range of 8144@9c. The demand 
is mcderate. 

Kainit is not in full stock, but the demand is 
slow, and prices are not very firmly sustained, 
For shipment as low as $700 will buy and we 
quote $7@7 25 as the range. We hear of no 
important contracts since our last. 

Muriate of potash has not arrived in any 
quantity, but there is sufficient stock here and 
on way to meet the current demands. For

The week under review has been unusually 
quiet in the business point of view. We have 
a firmer market to note in many of the articles 
in the list, owing to ecarcity of supplies princi- 
pally. Colors are not sharing in the improve- 
ment. Archil extract is held at higher figures, 
owing to the crop of archil weed being light; 
some holders now quote 13@29¢ for single and 
concentrated respectively, or an advance of 2c 
all around. The position of Persian berries is 
also better on account of small crup, Some 
importers decline to name a price for future 
delivery an@ are advising consumers to cover 
their future wants as an advance in price is ex- 
pected. The market for Persian berries is now 
quoted at 21@26c according to quantity. Picric 
acid also shows more firmness at 38@40c for 
pri e and 35@36c for medium quality, The 
competition in artificial alizarine is becoming 
sharper and values are easy. A decline is to be 
noted in prussiate of potash. Ultramarine is 
offering from 6 to 20c for American. 

The cochineal market is quiet but steady at 
former quotations. The only business during 
the week was a sale of 10 bags blacks at 32}¢c 
and 25 bags silvers and grey blacks at 30@33c. 
Holders of high-limit stock are still firm in 
their demands. The London market is also quiet 
and steady. Sales of 650 bags of the better 
grades are reported in Boston, leaving a light 
supply. 

The large movement in cutch reported in last 
fasue, has strengthened the views of some 
holders, especially for goods to arrive, which 
are now quoted higher than spot delivery. 
About 1,000 bales are obtainable, ex vessel, at 
4%c. Bids of 434c have been repeatedly made 
and declined, as holders are confident of doing 
better later on. Buyers have manifested no 
further desire to operate, as the previous large 
sales have evidently eatisfied all immediate 
wants,and the week has passed without any 
important business. The season is about over 
at Calcutta. For goods to arrive, the market is 
firm at 5c, The jobbing price from store is 5@ 
6igc. The Boston market is quoted at 5@55¢c 
for spot and 544@5%$ctoarrive. The demand in 
London is better, with prices firmer. 

Gambier is in light request, and the market 
prices previously quoted are hardly main- 
tained. The Mabel has arrived with 2 400 bales, 
but it is said that 2,000 bales are taken out 
of first hands. About 400 bales of the stock are 
on the market at 434c, but no important sales 
have been made, the only business doing being 
from store at 474@5%56c, at which range other 
stock is offering. It is generally understood 
that the next arrival will not be until Septem- 
ber, at which time the Sunrise isdue. We are 
informed that a tea steamer due about the first 
of August will bring 50 tons, but that most of 
it bas been suld to arrive. The London market 
on June 12 was reported lower, with public 
sales of 1,056 bales mostly at 1986d for block 
Gambier. There is ne stock offering ex dock 
in Boston. 

Sumac is bardly steady at former quotations 
of $8250@20 00 for prime Sicily from store. 
For goods ex docl, the first named price bas 
been shaded, with sales of 20 tons at $82 00. The 
small jobbing movement is principally at $85@ 
90, with stock to arrive quoted at $80@82. 
About 700 tons sold at $86 to arrive, were de- 
livered in Boston during the week. Domestic 
sumac is held at $50@55 on spot, with sales of 
16 tons.at that. Sellers of goods to arrive are 
disposed to demand spot prices. The demand 
is go light and supplies large, especially Sicily, 
that it is questionable if present values can be 
maintained. 

Tartar emetic is offering for future delivery 
at 35c, and selling in asmall way for immedi- 
ate delivery at the same figure. A cheaper ar- 
ticle is said to be on the market at 28@32c, but 
the quality is unknown.’ } 

Tuweric is without interest, the last sale of 
Coringa being ata decline to 434c. In London 
500 bags good quality offered at the public sales 
were boughtin at 22s 6d per cwt., but 200 bags 
since sold at 22s per cwt. Of Bombay, Madras, 
etc., 657 bags were offered at auction, and 
mostly sold at easier prices in most instances, 
viz: Good bold finger at 21@22s; smaller and 
more or less dullish at 19@20s 6d; small hard 
hulby Java sort at 198 and whole bulbs at 18s. 
Cochin cut bulbs quiet and 472 bags offered at 
the sales were bought in with the exception of 
50 to 60 bags which realized 10s per cwt for fine 
quality; 88 6d paid for dull quality privately. 

Bicromate of potash is still quoted at 970, 
but it is said that some sales have been made on 
this market recently at 934c. No offerings are 
made at the latter price, however. Biehromate 
of soda is unchanged at 8@8!4c, with trade dull. 

Prussiate of potash has been weakening, with 
sales of American yellow at 2lc, The market is 
nominally 21}¢c, but 21c will buy it is believed. 
Scotch yellow is also nominal at 22}¢c, but this 
price might be shaded. 

The indigo market is without any special in- 
terest. Only «a jobbing business is doing, and 
that line in asmali way. The small movement 
is at full prices. The Boston market ig re- 
ported strong and active. According to the 
London circular of Stulz & Audreae, dated
